Hie Hudson 
River railroad, with its splendid appointments and perfect running 
time, is pi'eferable for business men and connections, where time is 
of great value; but for pleasure travel the river steamers are 
naturallT the most popular, because so much more comfoi*table and 
agreeable during warm and dusty weather. 

The People's^Line steamers "Drew" and "St. John" are the 
largest and the 'most magnificent river steamboats in the world. 
They were built expressly for this route, and have few, if any, 
equals in size, equipment or accommodations, combining all the 
conveniences of a first-class hotel with a princely elegance and 
completeness of appointments well desei*\ung the name, so often 
bestowed, of floating palaces. State rooms ai*e heated by steam in 
cool weather. Meals, comprising the best the New York market 
affords, are served on the European plan. One of the boats of this 
line leaves Albanv every week-day at 8 p. m., or on amval of 
Delaware and Huoson cars from the North and West, which land 
passengers and baggage at the dock.

The Ren ssela e r and Saratoga and the New York and Canada 
railroad form an important section of the main artery of travel 
between New York and Montreal, and with the Albcmy and Suh- 
qnehanna and their various connections, form an umnterrupteii 
line from Binghamton and the coal fields of the South-west to the 
waters of the St. Lawrence. They are controlled by the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Conpany, the oldest and one of the wealthiest 
railroad and mining corporations in the country, and are thorough 
and complete in SH their appointments. During the season of 
pleasui'e travel extra fast trains are run from Albany and Troy to 
Saratoga, Glens Fails, Ticonderoga, Plattsburgh and Montreal. 
Passeng'er trains are fitted with the improved Westinghouse aii*- 
brake, worked by the engineer, or applied on each car independent 
of the others. Wa|fner*s drawing-room and sleeping cana run on 
all the principal trams, going through fix)m Montreal to New York 
without change. 

Southern conneotiona are made at Troy with Hudson River 
nulroad Mid boats for New York, and with the Troy and Boston 
Toad for the East ; at Albany with day and night boats for New 
Y(h4c ; with Albany and Susquehaima railroad for Howe's Cave 
139 miles), Sharon ^xrings (58 miles), Cooperstown, on the beauti- 
ful Otsego Lake (91 miles), and to Binghamton (142 miles), and 
•with New York Central railroad for points west. 

Northern connections (with fare fi'om Albany). — At Mechanics- 
ville (60 cts.) witb Hoosac Tunnel route for Boston ; at Saratoga 
(11.20) with Adirondack railroad for Luzerne, Schroon Lake and 
Blue Mountain Lake (see Gateway No. 7) ; at Glens Falls (|1.95)

railFoada (Gateway No. 1) for Paul Smith's, the Saranaca and 
Ohateaugay Lakes, and at Rouse's Point ($7.10) with Central Veiv 
mont railroad for the 'East, and the Ogdensburgh and Lake Cham- 
plain road to points west. Pi-om Whitehall north to Port Henry 
the route is substantially the same as described on pages 17 to 2B ; 
then the road bears away until Westport Station is passed nearly a 
mile inland, after which it crosses and fdlows down the valley of 
the Bouquet, passing along nearly two miles distant from Essex, 
situated on the lake shore. As the head of Willsborough Bav is 
neared, we lose gradually; at times more than a hui^red iSeet 
above the water, passing thi*ough continuous I'ock cuttings fcM* 
nearly the entii*e distance to Poi*t Kent ; at times gliding along on

Again we wjinder among the daisies and but- 
tercups that gem the hillside, sloping so gently 
down to where the wavelets kiss the white 
beach, or floating among the verdant islands watch 
the sunlight and shadows chase each other up the 
mountain side, while every crag and fleecy cloud is 
mirrored in the quiet waters below. 
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2 Lake George. 

Wanderers are we in search of the beautiful^ as, 
with our backs to the dusty city and our faces set 
toward the mountains, we move swiftly along. At 
length the ponderous wheels cease to revolve, and 
our iron horse, breathing forth fire and smoke, rests 
at the end of his journey. Here, at Glen's Falls, 
the stages are taken for Lake George ; and it has 
been whispered among the knowing ones, that, 
as the outside seats are the most^desirable, they arc, 
as such, to be vigorously " gone for.** 

Now all is confusion ; bundles are hastily gathered 
up ; babies are sorted, and, sallying forth under a 
triumphal arch of whips, we are cordially greeted 
by the holders thereof, and pressingly invited to 
take a free ride with them. Coaches for any part 
of the village ; coaches for the hotels ; coaches for 
Lake George, and coaches for the Adirondacks, are 
there. Everybody is asking questions which nobody 
finds time to answer; would-be passengers jostle 
against each other; runners shout, drivers swear, 
boys hoot and laugh, seeming to enjoy the scene, 
while loungers encourage the competitors and 
applaud the victors in the race, as, with firantic 
haste, like sailors boarding the ship of an enemy, 
they charge on the kke coaches, and swarm up 
over wheel and boot to gain the much coveted out- 
side seat. Perhaps you split your best coat open 
down the back reaching for the railing; drop your 
umbrella, cane, good manners, and a little swear or 
two; but what of that? "Victory is not to the 
strong alone, but the vigilant, the active and the 
brave." You know it, and make a dash for the 
wheel, and with your hand on the top are about to 
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Off for Lake. George. 3 

swing yourself up, when a chap pokes his head 
vigorously against your unprotected vest pattern 
and basely taking advantage of your momentary 
weakness causes a total eclipse of your head by 
vigorously climbing up over it. You rally to the 
charge once more ; by a desperate effort you reach 
the top, and are permitted to witness a magnificent 
fourth of July celebration, in consequence of a col- 
lision with an energetic fellow, who comes up on 
the other side just as you triumphantly balance 
over on yours. Then breathlessly, and with a sigh 
of infinite relief, you slide into the only remaining 
seat, just as a young lady, with an eye to the same 
place, flutters contentedly down in your lap. Of 
course you ought to give it up and walk, if needs 
be, but you don't ; you compromise, however, and 
condense, and by a little judicious squeezing — not 
such an objectionable thing after all, considering 
the company, and with harmony and the other arti- 
cles restored — proceed on your ride "over the 
hills and far away," through the pure, fragrant air, 
with the coach swinging and swaying about, 
threatening all with apparent destruction, so that 
it is only by gjreat presence of mind, in clinging 
firmly to your fair partner, that she is saved from 
an untimely death. Then somehow you discover 
that you have both been to the same place some- 
where else sometime, and you gabble all the time, 
and do get on amazingly ; and, bless you, it's awfully 
jolly and interesting, and all that, you know. I've 
been there. 
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R^isselaer and Saratoga railroad to Fort Edward, 
sixteen miles north of Saratoga; thence six miles 
on the Glens Falls branch road. The place was 
known to the Indians as Che-pon-tuc, meaning a 
difficult place to get around. In 1762 a patent of 
Queensbury was granted to several of ** our loving 
subjects " by George III, a large proportion of which 
patent wa^ purchased by Abraham Wing, who 
erected a grist and saw-mill at the falls. During the 
war of the Revolution the mills were destroyed and 
the settlers scattered. At its close they once more 
gathered around this nucleus of a thriving village, 
then generally known as Wing's Falls. In 1775 one 
Colonel Johannes Glenn, of Schenectady, bought the 
mill privilege at the south side of the river, erected 
mills, etc., and came there to live. He was of a 
convivial nature, and given occasionally to social 
larksy and once offered to pay the expense of a wine 
supper if Wing would transfer to him all right and 
title to the name of the falls. This was agreed to, 
the supper, was given, notice of the change made, 
£ind the place became known as Glenn's Falls. Thus 
did Wing ^ell his birthright for less than did poor 
^Esau, for the latter had the excuse of hunger to 
plead in extenuation. In time one '*n" was dropped, 
and with it occasionally the ** ' " that all the wotld 
may recognize it even as it is known in the postal 
department, as plain ** Glens Falls," possessive to 
no one. 

The population of Glens Falls and suburbs is 
in the neighborhood of 9,000. It supports seven 
churches of as many denominations, an academy, 
a dasl^ing, wide awake daily, the Glens Falls Times. 
Le Dapeau J^fationaly a semi-weekly, printed in the 
French language, and two weekly newspapers, the 
Republican, diVid Messenger, It has three banks,^two 
opera houses, fifty stores of various kinds and calibre, 
a half dozen hotels of different grades, &c., &c. 
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The Glens Falls Insurance Company, located 
here, has made the name of its birth-place and resi- 
dence familiar throughout the country, for it has 
agencies from Boston to San Francisco. Organized 
in 1849; it has experienced marked prosperity, and 
especially so within the last ten years, during which 
time its assets have increased from $570,000.00 to 
over $1,000,00000, and its net surplus from $42,- 
000.00 to over $500,000.00, and this after paying 
$100,006.00 in dividends and nearly $2,000,000.00 
in fire losses. The Glens Falls fnsurance Company 
is one of only nineteen American fire insurance 
companies having assets exceeding one million and 
a net surplus exceeding half a million dollars, while 
the book-value of its stock — per centum of undi- 
vided profits to capital — is greater than that of any 
other company of the United States! It will be 
seen, therefore, that this well managed and thrifty 
country institution has attained national prominence 
and reputation ; and many a Lake George tourist 
Jknows more about this company and its officers than 
about the beautiful village after which it was named. 
Another feature of this company is its economical 
management — its per cent of expenses being not 
only much below the average of similar companies, 
but as low as any. The company does business and 
is organized under the iron-clad, conflagration-proof 
New York Safety Fund law, and has $200,000.00 
under each of the two special funds therein pro- 
vided for. Its agents, policy-holders, or others in^. 
terested in the company, or the business of insur- 
ance, will find a welcome at its neat, well managed 
but unpretentious head-quarters, Nd. 119 Glen 
street. Its officers are R. M. Little, president; J. 
L. Cunningham, secretary; G. B. Greenslet, assist* 
ant secretary; R. A. Little, general agent 
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The Soldiers' Monument is a 
beautiful specimen of art, dedi- 
cated to " our heroic dead," and 
a fitting ,,ribute to the memory 
of those who gave up their lives 
in the war for the Union. It is 
of Dorchester freestone, forty-six 
feet high, and erected by R. T. 
Baxter in 1867-8, at a cost of 
$ 1 2,000. Past this, in a northerly 
direction, the huge stages dash 
out into the country and over 
the plank toad to Lake George, 
nine miles away. 

Protection against fire is in- 
sured by an excellent fire depart- 
ment, with a supply of water 
brought from the Luzerne mountains, five miles dis- 
tant, through pipes, the head being such that a half 
dozen streams can be thrown at one time to the tops 
of the highest buildings. In addition to the regular 
force, protection against burglars, tramps and all 
men of sin is secured by the presence of a large and 
gallant array of special police. 

Descending to the river, we find before us the 
main business of the town — lumber, lumber every- 
where. On either side of the falls are immense saw 
mills; lumber lines the banks of the river away 
above, and walls in^ the canal up to where, at the 
" feeder dam," are more saw mills and more lumber. 
It is estimated that the sawing capacity of these 
mills is 600,000 standard logs per annum. This 
means 120,000,000 feet of lumber, or 22,727 3-10 
miles of boards a foot wide, which, if laid end to end, 
would extend nearly around the earth, and in eleven 
years would plank a comfortable wall: to the moon, 
with no end of lath and slabs to throw at erratic as- 
teroids or troublesome comets. 
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The number of men employed on the mills is over 
500, in addition to which are those employed on 
fifty boats used to convey the lumber to various 
points. Add to these the army of choppers and 
river drivers, nearly 1,200 in all, sent out by' the mill- 
owners, and some idea can be reached of the extent 
of the work. During the fall and winter months the 
chopper plies his calling on the lumber lots belong- 
ing to the various companies, and the logs are piled 
on the banks, or rolled into the beds of the rivers, 
where a large proportion remain until the spring 
freshets carry them off. The driving begins about 
the middle of April, and continues for nearly two 
months, each firm forcing their logs to a given point 
on the main stream, after which they are taken in 
hand by a company known as the ** Hudson Rivel 
Drive," composed of all mill-owners along the line, 
and who force all logs along irrespective of owner- 
ship, each firm paying pro rata for the number of 
logs put in. In 1876, 2,153,350 logs were put in 
the spring drive. The average cost of driving is 
estimated at twenty cents per market log. A ** mar- 
ket*' is thirteen feet long and nineteen inches in 
diameter at the small end. 

The "Big Boom," three miles above the village, 
was built and conducted by a distinct company, viz., 
all the mill-owners interested in the river work. It 
is composed of floats consisting of four sticks of tim- 
ber, each firmly secured to the other, and each float 
in turn secured to its neighbor at the end by huge 
chains working on iron wheels attached to the sev- 
eral timbers, each "justifying" and equalizing the 
strain to all alike. Here sometimes the river is one 
mass of logs, extending back from four to five miles. 
They are passed out as- required under raised por- 
tions of the boom. Those intended for the first 
mills (recognized by a particular mark with which 
«ach company distinguishes its property) are pushed 
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into leaders running to their respective mills, those 
for points farther down going through the centre, to 
be collected by similar but smaller booms, and in 
turn passed on again until their destination is 
reached. The dam before alluded to is about a mile 
and a half above the falls, and was built by the State 
to hold the water which, through the ** Glens Falls 
feeder,** supplies the summit level of the Champlain 
canal, entering about two miles north of Fort Ed- 
ward, and flowing thence both north and south 
through the regular canal. 

The lime business is next in importance to lumber. 
Glens Falls lime, in quantity manufactured, is only 
equalled in the United States by Rockland, Me., and 
in point of quality stands at the head, the best rock 
yielding, when calcined, from ninety-five to ninety- 
eight per cent of lime, the purest and whitest to be 
found on the continent. In fact it has been demon- 
strated that this particular lime is the whitest sub- 
stance known to chemistry, and is used by the chem- 
ical bleachery works of New York city in preference 
to bleaching powders, which, until the discovery of 
this quality in Glens Falls lime, had been imported 
and universally sold by the trade. 

The lime-producing rock is embraced in an area 
of not more than 250 acres, beginning at the head 
of the falls, and extending in a narrow belt on either 
side for perhaps near a mile down the river, the 
strata dipping slightly toward the south, and disap- 
pearing under the hill along that side. Above, be- 
low and at the north it breaks suddenly off — a geo- 
logical "fault** — or is continued in a rock of an 
entirely different character. For a depth of about 
thirty feet the rock is in thin strata, and is used for 
curbing, building, and for the poorer quality of lime * 
then comes a stratum of grey marble, from two to 
three feet in thickness, and under this the solid black 
marble, twelve feet thick. This is almost a pure 
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carbonate of lime, in its native state of a bluish grey ; 
polished, it is of a jet black ; calcined, it is whiter 
than snow. Lime was first burned here about the 
year 1820, by Pownell Shaw, then simply for home 
consumption. It was first manufactured and shipped 
to an outside market (Troy) by K. P. Cool, in 1832. 

There are now thirty lime-kilns, operated by 
four companies. The exportation and sales are man- 
aged by a general director or agent, who has entire 
charge of that branch of the business. T. S. Cool- 
idge, of Glens Falls, is the general agent. Sub- 
agents are appointed in the various cities where 
needed. About 5CK) men are employed in this in- 
dustry. The average production for the past twenty 
years has been 350,cxx) barrels per annum, of which 
200,000 are shipped annually to New York. The 
best grade is called Jointa lime, the word *' Jointa" 
being coined to distinguish a certain grade, of> lime 
produced from a rock found in Rhode Island, which, 
from its broken s^ams, gained the name of jointed 
rock. It was adopted by Glens Falls to designate 
the best kind made. 

The kilns used are of the patent or " perpetual " 
kind, and may be run uninterruptedly for a long 
time. They are built of limestone, lined with fire- 
brick, renewed once a year. They are about twenty- 
five feet high and eighteen square at the base, with a 
burning capacity of 100 barrels per day. The stone 
is piled on top, settling as it becomes calcined, and 
is drawn from the bottom once every eight hours. 
Two sets of hands are required, the fires running 
night and day. The wood used is the refuse from 
the saw mills. 

The black marble, which is the purest carbonate 
of lime in the world, with perhaps the exception of 
the Irish and Belgian marble, possesses the same 
characteristics, and is put to the same uses. In its 
native state it is of a dark blue; wet, it becomes 
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black; polished, it shines Hke jet. Blocks are quar- 
ried as large as four feet square and nine feet long. 
Sawed into slabs, it is used for tiles, table tops, man- 
tels, interior decorations and ornamental work. 
There axe two mills here given to the sawing of this 
stone. 

The Glens Falls Paper Mill was erected in 1864, 
and affords market for the quantities of straw raised 
in tiie surrounding country, rye being the principal 
grain. In former times it brought $4.50 to $5 per 
ton; it has sold at times for $20.00. About 2,000 
tons are used annually in this mill, besides 500 or 
600 tons of rags. The paper produced is now used 
by several New York and Brooklyn dailies. 

The business centre of the village is south of its 
geographical centre, near the brow of the hill down 
which, towards the south, the main street runs to 
the falls and the bridge which spans the stream at 
this point. South of the river is Saratoga county. 
At Ae intersection of the principal streets is the 
village fountain, erected in 1873, at a cost of nearly 
$2,000. 

The Rockwell House on Fountain square is 
the leading hotel, and is recognized as one of the 
best kept houses in the State. It is very complete 
in all its appointments, provides an excellent table, 
and is thoroughly worthy of the very liberal patron- 
age it receives. Capacity, 100; board, $3 per day 
vrith special rates for week or season. C. L. Rock- 
wrell, manager. 

The American Hotel on Monument square is 
new, substantial and elegant. Board, $2 per day. 
Geo. Pardo, proprietor. Beyond this the plank 
road runs toward the north to Lake George 9 miles 
distant

Here are 
displayed a score or more of interesting inventions of the 
dish-lifter, kettle-cover, potato-slicer, shamrock-toaster, 
pie-crimper pattern found generally on " 5 cent" counters ;

tendent Chauncey M. ©rton, under whose energetic 
management the small beginnings in apparantly insignifi- 
cant articles has grown to be a large and flourishing 
business, supporting quite an army of busy men and boys. 

Boyd & Norris, agents, successors to the Glens Falls 
Shirt Co., take rank among the producers of fine custom 
shirts, second to none. The work of this company has 
been on exhibition with others on several occasions; 
taking first prize in every instance, and received the only 
national medal granting in 1879 by the American Insti- 
tute fair, other competing houses receiving diplomas 
only.

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The Time Globe, so artistic in its general appear- 
ance and wonderful in its operation, fills a need long 
felt in the furnishing of a complete library — a clock 
aod a globe combined, the clock giving the local 
time in the ordinary manner at the north pole ; the 
globe rotated by the works, and recording in its 
daily motion from east to west the respective time 
of all places on the earth, as they pass before a dial 
surrounding the equator. The globe, a perfect re- 
production, en petit ^ of our planet as to position and 
daily motion, gives one revolution every day, and 
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indicates in a simple way the countries which actu- 
ally have sunrise,, noon, sunset or midnight at the 
time of observation ; what part of the earth has " to- 
day/' and what part has ** to-morrow/' etc. It ha^ 
delineated on its surface all the discoveries of Liv- 
ingston and Stanley, the ocean currents, isothermal 
lines and late political changes. A self-demonstrat- 
ing illustration of physical and commercial geogra- 
phy, decidedly attractive on account of its automatic 
motion, ready for reference at any moment, we are 
not surprised to see the time globe warmly endorsed 
by eminent professors of Yale, Hamilton, Union, 
Amherst and other colleges, and to find among 
its patrons the most distinguished men of the 
nation. 

The inventor, Mr. L. P. Juvet, of Glens Falls, is 
well known to many of our Lake George patrons, 
some of whom have manifested much interest in the 
development of this enterprise, and can . now be 
shown specimens of the instrument in its perfected 
form. 

Last, but not least, are the natural attractions of 
Glens Falls — of the cataract bearing that name, with 
its historic and romantic associations, and the pictur- 
esque old bridge which here spans the river, resting 
its centre and south end on an island of dark blue 
rock, seamed and gullied and worn out in deep rifts 
and yawning chasms by the ever-pouring water. 
Dividing near the head, its waters pass on either side 
of the island, which is partially flooded in times of 
high water. Near the lower end, where the blue 
rock is notched and broken out, we climb down to 
the level of the water, and enter the cave made 
memorable by Cooper in one of his wild Indian 
stories. We can pass entirely through the outer, 
and the smaller one also, by crouching low at the en- 
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trance, and rising 
gradually as we ad- 
vance to the south 
end, which opens 
over the gulf, where 
the face of the 
savage so startled 
Cora, and revealed 
the hiding place 
to their enemies. 
Here Uncas, "the 
last of the Mo- 
hicans," watched 
while the sisters 
slept, and the 
shores on either 
side teemed with 
their savage foes. 
Now ragged ur- 
chins, fully posted 
in the wild legends 
)ointoutthe ** tiger" 
: " in the dark rock, 
/-dentical tree from 
igo fell when spoken 
nerring rifle of ''Le 
. " (There have been 
se identical trees, and 
s getting pretty well 
- • uscu up , uui the boys are bound 

to perpetuate the thing if it takes all the trees in the 
country.) And the story is rapidly growing to be a 
matter of history, the listener shuddering with horror 
as he pictures to himself the clinging savage and the 
wild, blood-curdling yell that went up as, clawing 
wildly the empty air, he fell, and the dark waters 
dosed over him. 

In the dry season the volume of water is confined 
within the channels worn deeper on either side, or 
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finds its way in rivulets down across the pitted but- 
tresses of black rock. Here the ledges, which in tlie 
spring freshets are covered with a foaming torrent, 
are worn smooth almost as polished marble, and 
stairways formed by the hand of nature lead in places 
to the top. Scattered about in various places are 
deep holes, some of them perfectly round, and con«, 
taining the waters left by the flood. One, called the 
** Devil's Punch-Bowl," is six feet in diameter and 
twelve feet deep. Another, "the Broken Basin," 
shows half of what was formerly a similar hole nearly 
twice the diameter of the Punch-Bowl. Fossils of 
various forms are found here imbedded in the rock, 
and also shells of still older periods. 

Thus, when the river is at its usual level. But 
when the rains descend and the melting snow is let 
loose in the mountains above, the scene is entirely 
changed. See, advancing from above, the dark, re- 
sistless flood, crowding on the multitude of piers 
which divide it into many rivers, and around which 
angry masses whirl, and foam, arid fret, then dart 
away again. Now it feels a mysterious power draw- 
ing it onward ; the dam which here turns aside a 
portion of the water to drive great gangs of saws is 
lost under a long rounded bank of glancing water ; 
below it, a deep, smooth trough, extending from 
shore to shore. Now curHng upward from its last 
long sweep — still unbroken, still dark and sullen — it 
rises as if to peer over into the gulf below, then 
breaking in lurid foam, is flung headlong downward ; 
seething, boiling, foaming, leaping from rock to rock, 
turning back upon itself in impotent fury, hurling 
itself madly against the black walls, plunging down- 
ward into the echoing gulf, flashing in wildly broken 
shapes athwart the table rock, churned into white fury 
by rift and chasm, it thunders and roars, while over 
all, at rapidly succeeding intervals, comes a heavy 
booming as the funnel-shaped cave, like some Levia- 
than of the deep, upheaving high its waters, pulses 
with the mighty heart-beats of the angry Hudson.

The Glens Falls and Lake George Stage Com- 
pany, E. Thompson, president, and Edward Putnam, 
superintendent, constitute the regular line, and run 
in connection with all trains and boats at its re- 
spective termini. This line is probably excelled by 
none on the continent in point of equipage and man- 
agement Its elegant Concord and "Tally-ho" 
coaches, its handsome four and six-horse teams, with 
their experienced drivers, together with the rare 
beauty of the scenery and historic interests and asso- 
ciations of the way, afford opportunity for a most 
delightful coaching experience, which is not con- 
tinued so long as ordinarily to become wearisome, 
but gives variety and is an ever to be remembered 
feature of the trip to Lake George. The large 
coaches will carry comfortably from 15 to 20 on top, 
and 8 to 12 inside. The outside seats are preferable 
and much sought in favorable weather. All through 
tickets are sold over this line; fare, $1.25 each way.

And it happened, that once on a bright day in the

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summer of '72, with a gay party of pleasure seekers, 
we found ourselves perched on top of one of these 
stages, drawn by four spirited horses, and con- 
ducted by that autocrat of the road, the festive 
stage driver. We had the usual assortment in our 
load : the cockney Englishman, with note book in 
hand, making all sorts of inquiries about every 
thing, to write " *ome to the hold country;** the 
patrician young lady with eye-glasses, who im- 
pressed one with the idea that she looks ^ as a gunner 
;vould fire a bomb-shell, at such an angle as would 
oest annihilate you when it descended ; the young 
ladies, to whom every thing was " so nice '* and 
** jolly;** the aristocratic and. high-toned j-oung 
clerk, /in faultless kids and paper cufi*s, whose let- 
ters, for a month past, had come addressed to him 
at the Fort William Henry, where h6 was going to 
spend his year's salary in two weeks of first-class 
bliss ; the uncomfortable looking but proud mother, 
who, at the :isk of her life, would persist in staying 
where sh^ could admire her pj-ecocious offspring, 
just budding into delicate moustachehood, right 
from college, and consequently qualified and per- 
fectly willing to tell every body all about every 
thing ; the timid gentleman, with linen duster but- 
toned close up under the chin, hat planted on the 
back of his head, teeth tightly shut together, and 
hands frantically clutching the railing of the coach 
as it swayed firom side to side, the very picture Df 
determination, not to fall off, and with a large sort 
of grin on his phiz, as though he imagined he was 
n:iaking a heroic stand for life, while all the world 
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gazed in wondering admiration, and trembled for 
die result. 

There was also the ancient victim of a young 
wife, who could see '' nothing but damned nonsense 
in being jerked all oyer the country in all sorts of 
infernal machines, and at all hours of the day and 
night ** — these and more ; but the life of the party 
was my friend — dry, droll Jack A. — who goes 
with us, and to whom I am indebted for much that 
is interesting m the following pages. 

As bows the stately goose to enter a sixteen-foot 
bam door, so ducked we as we passed under the 
toll-gate, then leaving the fairgrounds (where moral 
individuals, who wouldn't be seen at a race course, 
attend the " agricultural horse show "), on the left, 
crossed the old half-way brook, and rumbling 
along the plain, toiled up the long hill, paused 
a moment on the summit, looked back down the 
road to the village, nearly three miles distant, 
over farms and wood and fields of waving grain, 
spread out beyond us, while away in the east the 
mountains of Vermont rose up blue and beauti- 
ful in the morning light — then descended into the 
valley toward the north. 

As the horses came down to a walk at the foot 
of the hill on the further side, three or four ragged 
little boys dashed out from the comers of the fence, 
where they had " laid " for us, and ran along by our 
side, while, propelled from their hands, bunches 
of beautiful white pond-lillies, the most fragrant of 
all our northern flowers, shot upward, and describ- 
ing circles in the air, descended among us in a 
shower of sweetness. 
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With ruddy cheeks, their eyes glancing eagerly 
from one to another of the passengers, and with rim- 
less hats held invitingly up for stamps, these griiudng 
little chaps bobbed and danced along by our side, 
until satisfied that they had secured all the plunder; 
then retired in good order, to lay in wait for the next 
vehicle that should chance to come along. Their 
lillies come mostly from the marsh on the west 
of the road, the business being in the hands of 
two, who claim the hills on either side as their ter- 



At our right is the ''Albany Peat Works,'' which 
must have been a paying investment to the

"Certainly, certainly; right this way," briddy 
seizing hold of the ice pitcher. " I de-^r^r^ I be- 
lieve the ice is all out," said he, shaking it, " and 
I guess the water is a ketle warm ; but I've got 
some first rate pop on ice." 

Of course the pop was ordered. But Jack says 
the normal condition of that pitcher is to be with- 
out ice about stage time. 

The Half-way House — four miles from the lake, 
near Williams* monument — boasts of a cabinet of

Our timid friend was greatly interested in the 
flowers — smelled around until he got a bug in his 
nose; then, in his frantic eflForts to get it out, 
knocked over a vase of fuschias, stepped on the fat 
dog, and finally sat down on a very fine specimen 
of the cactus family.

The apple tree to which the sign was attached 
appeared venerable enough, but did not answer to 
our idea of a monument. 

"Where is it ?•• 

" Up there among the bushes on the side hill/' 
said the driver, jerking his head over his left 
shoulder. 

Looking, we saw a plain marble shaft, per|;iaps 
eight feet in height, white, clouded with blue, and 
standing on a huge boulder. 

" What a lonesome place to be buried in." 

^' Awful pokey, I think, don't you?" said tho 
young ladies, appealing to the nobby young man, 
who admitted that it was " howwid'* 

"I say, driver, what was William what-his- 
name's object in locating in this outlandish place?" 
inquired Jack, innocently. 

" I g^ess he didn't have much to say about it, 
one way of t'other," said the driver, " he was a 
Colonel or somethin*, and fell by that ar rock." 

" Good gra-ciouSi did it hurt him much," askeo 
the astonished Jack, then, as the driver deigned no 
reply, save a look of pity for one so totally deficient 
in a knowledge of history, he concluded, philo- 
sophically, " I s'pose it must, though, for tliat's a 
pretty high stun to fall off of." 

" Te-he," remarked the young ladies. 

Our young college friend seemed on the point 
of bursting with suppressed knowledge, when a 
judicious question from the fond mother opened 
the gates, and we were flooded with information. 
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Williams* Monument 
was erected in 1854 by the 
graduates of Williams' Col- 
lege, in memory of the found- 
er of that institution. On it 
are inscriptions in Latin, to 
show the learning of those 
who erected it, and in En- 
glish, to show what it is all 
about ; from it we learn that 
it was ** erected to the memory 
9f Colonel Ephraim Williams, a native of New^ 
totm, Afass.f wAo, after gallantly defending the fron- 
tiers of his native State ^ served under General John- 
urn agaiftst the French and Indians^ and nobly fell 
tear this spoty in the bloody conflict of September 8, 
'7S5» i^ If^ 42^ y^^i^ of his age. * 

Sk>me say that Williams received his death 
vround while standing on the rock, but it is not 
probable, for he knew too much about Indian 
fighting to expose himself thus unnecessarily ; he 
fell near by, however, and at the same time, a 
S;reater than he, — the old Mohawk Chief King 
Hendrick, who as he neglected to endow a col- 
lie, is seldom mentioned, in connection with the 
place. The old military road ran just above the 
rx)ck. 

The country over which we are now passing is 
crowded with historic interest, and replete with 
wild legends of the past ; it is the '*Darh and Bloody 
Ground; ** and on the day when Williams fell was 
one great battle field, over which the tide swept, 
carrying at its flood the victorious French even to 
6 
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the gates of the English camp at the Holy Lake, 
and ebbing bore them back, defeated, over the road 
that had witnessed their victorious advance of th»! 
morning. 



BLOODY POND. 

Fringed with birches and elms, flecked with lilly 
pads, with here and there great creamy white arte 
yellow lillie^ shining out of the dark green, seemed 
little in keeping with the history of the place. 
Again the watchful mother found it necessaiy to 
turn on the stream of knowledge, and we were 
informed that it derived its name from the fact 
that "during the revolutionary war the English 
killed fifteen hundred women and children; and 
threw their bodies into the pond, since which timt 
the water has been the color of blood." 

"Perfectly awful !" said the young ladies. " Shock* 
ing!** said the swell young clerk, with a glance 
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which gave them to understand that he would 
protect them in case the Enghshmen (who, just 
then, was looked upon as a member of a family 
o( blood*thirsty cannibals) should show signs of 
approaching hunger ; but just in time to avert an 
approaching catastrophy, the driver dryly remarked 
that, " excepting the time, number and kind of folks 
interested, the young man was pretty near correct.** 

The facts gathered are these : A party of the 
French, who (after driving the English into their for- 
tified camp at Lake George, and were in turn driven 
back), were seated around the pond at sunset, par- 
taking of their evening meal, when they were sur- 
prised by a party of English advancing from Fort 
Edward, who poured in upon them a destructive 
fire. The French, totally routed, fled in confusion, 
leaving their dead and wounded on the field, and 
their blood mingling with the water is said to have 
turned it red, from which circumstance it received 
its name. Here we reach the highest point in our 
ride, and soon we see gleaming through the trees 
Horican, "the silvery water,*' a pearl in one of 
Nature's grandest settings of emerald, and beauti- 
fiil beyond description. The first full view of the 
lake is obtained when about a mile distant, and 
here, my gashing friends, is one of the places 
where you may go into unlimited paroxysms of 
ecstacy without fear of piling it on too thick, or 
overdoing the matter in the least. 

From where the road winds around the hill, 
down to the border of the lake, is a mile of 
checkered fielcl and wood ; in the center, hidden in 
the grove of pines that line the shore, are the grass- 
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grown ruins of Fort George. On the right, across 
the valley, is French mountain, sloping down to the 
lake, where, at the point, is " Crosbyside." On the 
west, under the shadow of Mount Prospect, lies 
the little village of Caldwell. A little nearer, tod 
covered with stately pines, are the ruins of Fort 
William Henry ; close beside them the hotel bear- 
ing the same name. On the high land west of Fort 
George was the old entrenched camp, to which the 
English fled when pursued by Dieskau. Beyond, 
toward the north, the lake stretches away, dotted 
with verdant islands and hemmed in by mountains 
that seem to approach each other, until the way is 
blocked by the misty, dome-like form of Tongue 
mountain. 

As we wind around the side and cross ^ little 
gully the road makes a sudden turn to the right, 
and runs away nearly straight, with a descending 
grade. Here on the left is quite a high hill, on the 
summit of which are the remains of Fort Gage. 
At the time of Abercrombie's advance this slope 
was clear to the water's edge ; and here, one bright 
day, while awaiting the order to advance, a party 
of scouts played at the New England game of 
" jumping the stick," and, among others, Putnam, 
Stark and Lord Howe, the latter jumping high- 
est of them all. Down the long grade, across 
the bridge, up the little hill, through the arched 
gateway, around the graveled carriage road, we 
go at a slashing pace, and bringing up in fix)nt of 
tho Fort William Henry, are received by a brigade 
ol uniformed gentlemen from Africa, who appear 
wonderfully pleased to see us, and whose desire to 
be of assistance is touching to behold . 
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FORT WILLIAM HENRY HOTEL. 

^AKE GEORGE was re-discovered in 
1868 by T. Roessle & Son, Who raised, 
enlarged and reconstructed the old 
wigwam at its head to such an extent 
that its former friends could hardly 
recognize it in the elegant structure 
now known as the Fort William Henry Hotel. It 
is from four to six stories high, surmounted by a 
mansard roof, and has a lake frontage of three hun- 
dred and thirty-four feet. Alorig the entire front 
extends a piazza twenty-five feet wide, with rich 
Corinthian columns thirty feet in height. Above 
the center rises a dome flanked by two towers, 
while at the east end of the building is another 
nearly as high. It is well balanced and graceful in 
outline and detail, and is one of the most imposing 
structures of the kind in the country, requiring but 
a little stretch of the imagination to behold in it what 
the senior Roessle has termed it — a palace. 

From the little balcony, hanging like a martin 
box high up on the dome, the tastefully arranged 
grounds may be seen spread out like a map beneath, 
while the beholder seems to have risen into a new 
world, with a widened vision which takes in over 
half the entire lake, extending away down into 
Northwest bay and over beyond the islands into the 
Narrows. Under the dome is the general office, 
which is also a point of general interest, made bright 
with the plumage of fair ladies ; fresh and clean, 
with just a touch of color blending with its white 
and gold, and elegant in its rich simplicity. - , 
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Within the general: office are those of the stage 
companies, telegraph office, and cigar and book 
stand, supplied with all the latest books, periodi- 
eals, daily papers, and photographs of the many 
lovely things found around this lovely lake. West 
of the office is the drawing room. On the east are 
suits of rooms, bijou parlors and the large billiard 
hall, while at the back is the grand dining room, 
always seeming cool and comfortable, and from 
which guests can look out through the large doors 
across the shimmering waters to the blue moun- 
tains beyond. 

The house is elegantly furnished throughout, and 
supplied with all the modem improvements, includ- 
ing a fast running elevator, said to be the largest in 
the country; gas manufactured in works which 
supply this house exclusively, and stock reports 
received hourly during the day. Receptions and 
sociables, are held here weekly, with excellent 
music supplied by the hotel band — invited guests 
from other hotels coming and returning on the 
small steamers which run on these occasions. Stages 
leave the door tri-daily, connecting with trains at 
Glens Falls, while from the dock, at the foot of the 
lawn, steamers start on their daily excursions down 
the Lake. 

The Bazaar, with its artistic selection of souven- 
irs of Lake George, photographs of surrounding 
scenery, books, periodicals, and daily papers is still 
under the management of our genial and energetic 
friend, C. E. Arnold, general superintendent of elec- 
tricity for the region. 
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Situated, as the hotel is, at the very head of the 
lake, it catches its share of the faintest breath that 
blows, its open position affording the winds from the 
south through the valley, and those from the north 
over the far reaching water, full sweep, and it is sel- 
dom that there is not enough moving to stir its surface. 

Of great interest to the antiquarian will be found 
the cabinet or ancient curiosities; relics gathered 
through many years from fort and battle field, from 
the forest, and even from the bottom of the lake, 
rude implements of aboriginal home-life and savage 
warfare, side by side with the more modern arm of 
French and English, who here contended nearly a 
century and a quarter ago, each with its unwritten 
history, and its suggestions of the dead past. 

Romance* however, cannot support life, and anti- 
quity looses its charm when the animal man is not 
properly fed, and so it may not be out of place to 
note that the Messrs. Roessle, who are also proprie- 
tors of the Arlington, at Washington, are admira- 
ble managers of large forces ; that during the sea- 
son the hotel will be under the general supervision 
of either the senior or junior member of the firm, 
supported by the usual corps of efficient heads of 
departments ; that western beef, mutton, etc., to 
supply the house, and fresh vegetables from the 
Roessle farm, at Albany, are shipped daily from 
the city ; that the price of board per week is from 
$15 to $21, according to room, and reduced from 
$5 to the moderate price of $3 per day. 
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The Lake House is built on the oldest hotel site 
at the lake. It is three hundred feet long, three 
stories high, with front and back piazas. From the 
house a lovely tree-covered lawn, to which the accom- 
panying cut does not do justice, slopes down to the 
water's edge, while the front is shaded by a fine 
double row of maples. On the grounds are two 
pretty cottages. All the steamboats touch at the 
dock, and stages leave the door, connecting with all 
trains. This well-known house has beqn remodeled, 
renovated and put in thorough order for the season, 
and possesses all the attractive features as of old. 
New pleasure and racing boats have been added, 
and equipments for fishing and pic-nic parties can 
be provided at short notice. Telegraph, stage, liv- 
ery, steamboat and news office in the hotel. Capacity 
for 200 guests. Price of board $12 to $15, $17.50 
and $2 1 per week. By the month or season, lib- 
eral arrangements can be made to suit tlie times. 
F. G. Tucker, proprietor. 

The Harris House stands south of the Lake 
House; can provide for about 40 guests. 

The Central Hotel stands across the street, 
nearly opposite the Lake House, on ground for- 
merly occupied by the old house bearing the same 
name which was burned in 1875. It is well fur- 
nished, and affords good rooms and accommodations 
for 100 guests. This house has been conducted 
since its erection by different parties, with varying 
success, and now comes to the front under the man- 
agement of C. J. Brown, son of George Brown, of 
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the noted Half-Way House at French Mountain, and 
although young in years, the proprietor has had con- 
siderable experience in hotel business, and will un- 
questionably pro\^ide entertainment worthy the ex- 
cellent school from which he graduated. The price 
of board will be from $7 to $10 per week; $2 per 
day. Stages will land passengers at the door. 
Address as above for particulars. 

Carpenter's Hotel is at the south end of the 
village, near the Fort William Henry Hotel, and 
directly opposite the old stone store. 

This hotel has been recently enlarged to nearly 
double its former capacity, remodeled and refitted 
throughout, making a fine office out of what was 
once the bar-room. A portion of the rooms are in 
suites to accommodate families or parties desiring 
such; are large and well ventilated, the appoint- 
ments clean, tastefully arranged, and, like everything 
connected with the house, noticeably neat and 
attractive, the proprietor priding himself on keeping 
a quiet, pleasant and orderly house. Transient 
board, $2 per day, with special rates by the week. 
Open the year round ; will accommodate about 70 
guests. J. H. Carpenter, proprietor. 

In connection with the hotel is a large boarding 
stable, arranged after late approved plans, with box 
stalls, etc., and designed to accommodate a share of 
the fine carriage horses seen here every summer. 
It is probably one of the finest, if not the very finest, 
hotel stable in the county, and deserves a large share 
of public patronage. 
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Prospect Mountain, nearly i,8oo feet above 
the lake, may be ascended by road leading west from 
toll-gate on road to Warrensburgh (4^ miles) ; by 
foot path up by the Episcopal and Presbyterian 
churches (i J^ miles); or by the new road past the 
Indian encampment and the new Roman Catholic 
church. The hotel which stood here was burned in 
the spring by fires started in the cleared land below, 
but which, driven before a furious wind, ran so 
swiftly to the summit that even the lives of those 
who occupied the house were endangered. A bam 
and temporary shanty now affords refreshment for 
man and beast, pending the construction of a per- 
manent hotel, which will soon be built. 

Fort George Hotel was first opened to the 
public in 1874. It is on the east side, near the head 
of the lake. The grounds are extensive and very 
tastefully laid out, extending from the hotel down to 
the lake shore. All steamers stop at the dock on 
-signal Board, $3 per day ; $10 to $1 7.50 per week. 
E. L. Seelye, proprietor. 

H. R. Leavens & Co., liverymen, have an excep- 
tionally fine line of rigs here, at Lake George, and at 
their stables in Glens Falls, which can be had at very 
reasonable prices, considering the stock which has to 
be carried through to accommodate the limited sea- 
son at Lake George.

The American Canoe Association was organ- 
ized August 3d, 1880, by nineteen leading Ameri- 
can canoeists, who met in convention at Lake 
George with the intention of uniting into one 
brotherhood the amateur canoeists of Canada and 
the United States. The object is to elevate the 
gentlemanly pastime of canoeing. The islands 
formerly known as the Three Sisters, now ** Canoe 
Islands," five miles north of Caldwell, have been 
purchased by Judge N. Longworth and Mr. Lucien 
Wulsin of the Cincinnati Canoe Club, and N. H. 
Bishop of the Lake George Canoe Club, and the 
largest island of the group set aside as a free camp- 
ing ground to canoeists who may visit Lake George. 
The Association Regatta will convene at Lake 
George during August of 188 1. W. L. Alden, of 
the New York Times is the commodore, and N. H. 
Bishop, of Lake George, the secretary of the Amer- 
ican Canoe Association. 

The Lake George Canoe Club was organized 
during the spring of 1881, and is a branch club of 
the American Canoe Association. The object is 
healthful recreation, and the practical study of the 
geography of the American water-courses. Mem- 
bers are chosen for merit only. There is no initia- 
tion fee or annual taxes. The commodore of the 
club is N. H. Bishop, of Lake George, and the sec- 
retary, E, W. West, of Glens Falls, N. Y, 
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Beside tHe hotel proper, lately enlarged and 
improved, there are three cottages, which, with the 
summer houses and outbuildings, look like some 
pretty little village among the grand old trees that 
cover the point The house, as well as the broad» 
comfortable looking piazza and grounds, impresses 
one with its cool, roomy sort of look ; and, although 
open to all, on account of its retired situation, it 
gets but few " transients," assuming more the 
appearance of a great home, to which familiar 
faces come 3'ear after year ; while the pleasant fsuoo 
of the silver-haired proprietor makes you feel at 
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home from the momeint of your arrival. Crosby- 
side occupies at Lake George something like the 
position held by the Clarendon at Saratoga, enter- 
taining a select class of guests, and numbering 
among them some of the best families in the 
country. Its location is delightful, the view broad, 
beautiful, and far reaching, looking away down into 
North-west Bay and its exposed position entitles it 
to a large proportion of every breeze. Its table is 
bountifully supplied with the sweetest and daintiest 
of food to tempt palate of epicure or invalid. To 
guard against possible danger from fire, a steam 
pump has been put in position with hose and fire- 
escapes on every floor. Mails arrive and depart 
regularly. Telegraph in the office. All steamers 
land at the dock, and stages connect with all trains. 
Fare to Glens Falls same as from Fort William 
Henry. Capacity, 200. Board from July ist to 
Sept. lOth, $12.50 to $25 per week, according to 
room. June and after Sept. lOth, $12.50 per week.

LAKE GEORGE. 

AKE GEORGE is situated at the south- 
western margin of the great Adiron- 
dack wilderness, 31 miles north of 
Saratoga, 211 miles from New York, 
and 184 from Montreal. It is a little 
over 33 miles long, running north and 
south ; nearly four wide at the broadest place, sur- 
rounded by high mountains; drains but little terri- 
tory, and is fed by brooks from the mountain sides, 
and springs coming up from the bottom. It is 346 
feet above tide- water, and 247 above Lake Cham- 
plain, into which it empties. It was said to contain 
365 islands until the unimmaginative survey of 1880 
reduced the number to 220, which number in- 
cludes every considerable rock around which the 
water flows. 

Good sport can be had by skilfuU anglers with 
proper knowledge of the best ground, which can 
be obtained by the employment of competent guides 
and fishermen. The game fish are lake trout and 
black bass. The trout are usually taken by deep 
trolling, and with live bait at the various trout buoys 
(anchored by fishermen at various places, where 
dead bait is dumped daily, and generally respected 
as private property) ; black bass by trolling or still 
fishing* over rocky ground. Salmon are becoming 
semi-common, being the natural fruit of Seth Green's 
"plant** of 1872-3. 

Brook fishing also makes a fair return for labor 
expended ; the yield in the various streams empty-

ing into the lake being in ratio to the whippiqg they 
get Here the various flies, which are comparatively 
valueless for lake fishing, may be used to advantage. 

Fishermen have from $3.00 to ^00 per day, fur- 
nishmg boat and every thing necessary for the 
sport, and, to be assured of any success, it will be 
necessary to have one along who knows the ground. 

The course usually pursued is to go to the nar- 
rows, or other determined point, taking small boat 
aboard the Horicon, or towing behind one of the 
smaller steamers ; the price for carrying or towing 
boat is usually 50 cents. The small steamers will 
stop at any point in their course to pick up or drop 
parties who so will. 

The State being afllicted with a game law, it will 
be perceived that it is not proper to do some things 
at all times, but every thing in its season. 

The time for taking brook trout, is from April 
I to September i. 

Salmon trout, March i to October ly 

Black bass, July 20 to January i. 

Season for shooting duck, goose, brant, Sept. i to 
May I ; woodcock, Sept. i to Jan. i ; quail, Nov. i 
to Jan. I ; ruffed grouse or partridge, Sept I to Jan. i. 
Season for shooting deer, Aug. i to Nov. i. 

No trespassing on lands without permission, nor 
shooting on Sunday. 

There is no law against shooting bears, which 
was probably an oversight, but those found guilty 
of taking muscallonge, moose or caribou at Lake 
George will be severely dealt with, as the law is 
very strict on these points, and the game constables 
arc always on the warpath.

The existence of Lake George was first made 
known to Europeans through the writings of Samuel 
de Champlain, in 1609, then called by the Indians, 
Andia-to-roC-te (place where the lake contracts). 
He, however, went no further than the falls at Ti 

In the month of August, 1642, a war party of 
Iroquois, returning from Canada to their homes in 
the Mohawk Valley, passed through Lake George 
with three prisoners, tortured, maimed and bleeding. 
They were a French Jesuit, Father Jogues, Rene Gou- 
pil and Guillame Couture, the first white men known 
to have seen the Lake of the Blessed Sacrament 

Again, on the 29th of May, 1646, Father Jogues 
with Sieur Bourdon, engineer in chief on the 
governor's staff, and six friendly Indians arrived at 
the outlet, and, it being the eve of the festival of 
Corpus Christi, in commemoration of the day, called 
it "the Lake of the Blessed Sacrament" For a 
hundred and nine years it bore its beautiful name 
of Lac du St Sacrament^ and then in 1755, General 
Johnson encamped at its head and called it Lake 
George in honor of George the Second, the then 
reigning king of Great Britain. 

Horican, the " silvery water," was simply a fancy 
of Cooper's. He says: "It occurred to me that 
the French name of this lake was too complicated, 
the American too common-place, and the Indian 
too unpronouncable for either to be used familiarly 
in a work of fiction,"* so he called it"Horican." 
The name has beeiy generally accepted as historical 

* ** The Last ot the Mohicans." Introduction to edition of 1851. New 
York, George P. Putman. 
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and advanced by admirers as one more indication 
of the poetic temperament and appreciation of the 
beautiful fitness of things possessed by the noble red 
man. It is not explained, however, why, in these 
later days, Cooper's creation is accepted as the name, 
while his spelling is ignored. 

Isaac Jogues, who first saw, and seeing, wrote of 
Lake George, was born at Orleans, Jan. lo, 1607; 
entered the Jesuit Society at Rouen, 1624, and 
three years later removed to the college of La 
Fletche. He completed his divinity studies at Cler- 
mont College, Paris, and was ordained Priest in 
February, 1636. In the spring of that year he 
embarked as a missionary for Canada, arriving early 
in July, and soon proceeded to his far-away station 
on the Otawa river in the land of the Hurons. On 
his return from Quebec where he came for sup- 
plies in 1642, he was captured with his party and 
carried through Lake George to the Mohawk, suffer- 
ing torture at that and various other times. The 
following year, in July, he made his escape by aid of 
the Dutch at Ft. Orange, who sent him to France, 
where he arrived about Christmas, and was received 
with great honor and reverence. In 1644 ^^ ^^- 
turned to Canada, and in 1646 returned by the 
old route to his former masters, the Mohawks, a 
missionary from his superior, and an ambassador for 
the French nation, to ratify a treaty with the savages. 
Once more he returned to Canada, and once more 
passed over the holy lake to his " Mission of the 
V Martyrs," where on his arival he was met by torture 
and paid the penalty of his zeal with his pure de- 
voted self-sacrificing life. o.t zed ^y Google

*' A remnant of the once mighty race of Mohicans 
still lingers ;" they are given to lingering ; they pre- 
fer it to any thing else ; their wigwams are found 
in the borders of the forest, just west of the 
entrance to the Fort William Henry grounds. Six 
or seven families, in all, from the home of the St. 
Francis Indians in Lower Canada, coming in the 
spring and usually returning with the frosts; de- 
scendants of the Abenakis — " O-den-aA-keh " — the}^ 
will tell you, and pure blood at that. Every bod)* 
goes to tee them, and so we went. We found " the 
ancient arrow maker," Lewis Watsaw, who was 
ninety-two years old last summer, and will be a 
hundred next;*split splints with fat, good natured 
Madam Powkett; watched a half-dozen Indian 
blossoms wallow, like a brood of chickens, in the 
sun- warmed sand. We even tried our hand at Indian 
archery, to the imminent danger of every thing 
else but the target ; then wandered around, hoping 
to catch a glimpse of that wondrously beautiful 
Indian maiden, whom we remembered seeing a 
picture of once, clothed mostly in an elegant bead 
necklace. At last we were told where we would 
probably find the object of our search, and thither 
we repaired. Shades of the immortal Coop)er! 
what an awakening ! the wild flower of the forest 
in a dolly varden and a ten pound waterfall ! We 
crept sadly away, and that night, at the hour when 
spirits walk, there was a funeral ; *' the last of the 
Mohicans" was laid tenderly away, "and no man 
knoweth of his sepulchre unto this day."

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THE HISTORIAN RISES TO EXPLAIN. 

^N 1609 Hendrick Hudson ascended the 
North river to its junction with the Mo- 
hawk, and Champlain sailed as far south 
as Ticonderoga, on the kike which now 
bears his name. Each nation, under whose 
flags the two men sailed — the French and 
Dutch — kdd cUiim to the country dis- 
coveredy it being an established rule among nations 
that whoever first planted the arms of their govern- 
ment on aboriginal soil thereby acquired that coun- 
try for their respective sovereigns. It was inhab- 
ited at that time by the Algonquins occupying the 
country north of the St. Lawrence, while all the 
country south was claimed by the Five Nations — 
a powerful confederacy, consisting of the Mohawks 
Oneidas, Onondagas, Cayugas and Senecas. They 
called themselves Aganuschiori, or " united people ;" 
by the Delawares they were called Mingoes ; by the 
French, Iroquois; and by the Dutch, Maquas. 
.The English claimed the country of this great 
people by virtue of a treaty with them, by which, 
in consideration of his protection, they submitted 
to the sovereignty of the king of Great Britain. 

Both nations aimed to keep the friendship of the 
Indian tribes, in which the French met with the 
greatest success, constantly extending their lines, 
while missionaries and traders went out among the 
red men preaching religion, and urging them to 
become christians, murder the English, and be 
«ived. Time passed, and stil' the beautiful coun- 
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try along the shores of St. Sacrament and Cham- 
plain was an unbroken solitude, for the lakes, 
stretching to the north and south, formed a path 
way through the wilderness, and nations were con- 
stantly going out to war against each other, lajdng 
waste every thing in their path; this had driven 
all who were inclined to occupy the country beyond 
the mountains for protection; and this is why it 
received its Indian name, signifying " the lake that 
is the gate of the country." 

In 1731, while the nations were at peace, the 
French advanced to Crown Point and built a fort, 
which they called "St. Frederick." The English 
remonstrated, but took no active measures to resist 
this encroachment on their soil, while parties of 
Indians gathered around, and, instigated by the 
French, fell upon exposed homes of settlers, "strudc 
a blow and returned with some scalps." 

From Fort Edward to Lake George the carrying 
distance was fourteen miles — to Skeensborough a 
little over twenty — which was reduced to less 
than a mile by going up Fort Edward creek and 
down Wood creek in small boats. Still, of the two 
routes, the first was usually preferred. 

The peculiar position of the country, with the 
difficulty of transporting men and stores, led to the 
general adoption of the Indian style of warfeu^— a 
sudden descent on some unprotected point ; a rifle 
shot, a gleaming knife or bloody tomahawk, and i 
retreat by the light of a burning building. 
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BATTLE OF LAKE GEORGE. 

1 75 5 the English felt that something 
must be done, and, on the twenty-eighth 
of August, General Johnson, at the head 
his army, marched to Lac du St. Sacra^ 
menty at that time changing its name to 
Lake George. Said he, " I propose to go 
down this lake with a part of the army, 
and take post at the end of it, at a pass called 
" Ticonderogue," there to await the coming up of 
the rest of the army, and then attack Crown Point." 
His intention was good, but while he was pre- 
paring to move, the Baron Dieskau, with fourteen 
hundred men, six hundred of whom were Indians, 
advanced to attack Fort Lyman ; but, when within 
four miles of the fort, the Indians refused to pro- 
ceed further, it is thought, from their known fear 
of cannon. In consequence of this the head of the 
army was turned toward Lake George, and had 
reached the place where Williams' monument now 
stands, when news was brought that the English 
were advancing to meet them.^ Hastily forming in 
shape of a hollow square, open toward the north, 
the points extending on each side of the road, they 
awaited their coming. Soon they appeared — one 
thousand English and two hundred Indians — under 
Col. Ephraim William^ and old King Hendrick, 
all unconscious of impending danger, so sure were 
they that the enemy was at Fort Edward. 

It happened that among Dieskau's Indians were 
some of the great league of the Iroquois, who, sec- 
8 
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ing that the English were accompanied by a party 
of their sworn friends (the Mohawks), fired guns in 
the air as a warning, and, by this act, turned what 
raight have been the annihilation of the detachment 
into simply a bad defeat. The French opened fire 
at once, killing Williams and King Hendrick, who, 
on account of his age and infirmities, was riding on 
one of Johnson's horses. The English retreated, 
followed by the French. Hearing the firing, a 
body of 300 men was dispatched to their assist- 
ance, and a breastwork of fallen trees formed in 
front of the camp at Lake George. Soon came the 
English, in confusion, closely pursued by the 
French, on whom the guns could not be brought 
to bear, without injuring friend and foe alike. It 
appeared to be Dieskau's object to keep thus close 
on the heels of the retreating English, and enter 
the fortified camp with them, but as, with jo)rful 
shouts, the survivors tumbled over the logs, among 
their friends, they, with wonder, beheld the French 
stop when almost up to the lines, while the Indians 
skulked in the swamps. The pause of the French 
was of a few minutes only, but it afforded the Eng- 
lish time to perfect their plans of defense, and when 
the enemy did advance they were received by a 
well- worked battery. The engagement commenced 
a little before noon, and lasted until about four 
o'clock, when the enemy retreated, pursued by the 
English and Indians. DieSkau was wounded and 
taken prisoner, afterward dying, it is s^d, from the 
effect of his wounds. Johnson was also wounded 
early in the engagement, and the command de- 
volved on General Lyman, who behaved with 
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unexceptionable bravery throughout the entire 
engagement. 

At sunset a party of the French who had halted 
at Bloody Pond were surprised and routed by a 
party of English coming from Fort Edward. The 
French loss, killed and wounded, was nearly 400 
men; the English about 300. Thus ended the 
triune battle of Lake George, September 8, 17SS ; 
small in the number engaged, but great in its effect 
on the country, for here was the turning point of 
the great tidal wave that eventually swept over the 
entire country, brushing the power of France from 
the continent. Johnson having earned glory enough 
for one season, the remainder of it was spent in 
building Fort William Henry, 

In March, 1757, Vaudreuil, with 1,500 French 
and Indians, came over the ice to attack Fort Wil- 
liam Henry. At two o'clock on the morning of the 
19th, he approached, hoping to surprise the gar- 
rison, but failed ; he succeeded, however, in bum- 
mg every thing outside of the Fort, including a 
number of sloops and batteaux that were froT^ n in 
the ice. 
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CAPTURE OF FORT WILLIAM HENRY. 

^T THE beginning of August, Mont- 
calm, with nearly 8,ocx) French and 
Indians, advanced on Fort William 
Henry, which is described as square, 
built of pine logs, covered with sand 
flanked by four bastions, and sur 
rounded by a ditch. 

On the morning of the 9th, Col. Monroe, having 
withstood the siege six days, and seeing no hope of 
relief from Webb, sent a messenger to Montcalm 
stating the terms on which he would surrender, 
which substantially were that the English should 
be allowed to march out with the honors of war, 
canying their arms and baggage. These terms were 
agreed to, and at twelve the next day they marched 
over to the entrenched camp, there to remain until 
the following morning, leaving the sick and wounded 
under the protection of the French general ; but 
even while they were passing out, the Indians 
swarmed in through the embrasures, murdering the 
sick and helpless. Robaud says : " I saw one of these 
barbarians come forth out of the casements, which 
nothing but the most insatiate avidity for blood 
could induce him to enter, for the infected atmos* 
phere which exhaled from it was insupportable, 
carrying in his hand a human head, from which 
streams of blood were flowing, and which he 
paraded as the most valuable prize he had been able 
to seize.*' 

Morning found the English ready to march, and, 
as they filed out, protected by three hundred French 
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the insufficiency of their escort became startingly 
apparent. The savages swarmed in the woods on 
every side, and hung like a dark storm-cloud along 
their path ; low, ominous muttering, like distant 
thunder, came from the surging, jostling crowd, 
gradually rising higher and higher, until, with 
fierce yells, they fell on the panic-stricken English, 
striking them down in the very face of their helpless 
guard. The great number of women and children 
accompan3dng the men increased the terror of 
the ^ene. Soon all semblance of order ceased, and 
the march changed to a selfish race for life. The 
butchery, which at first was the work of a few, soon 
became general. They even tore men fi-om the 
ranks, and, like savage, wild beasts, fought among 
themselves for the sickening prize of a human scalp. 

Some have attempted to exonerate Montcalm 
&X)m blame, but he knew the nature of the savages, 
saw their treatment of the sick and wounded in the 
old fort the day before, and still on the morning of 
the massacre, with 6,000 French at command, sent 
only 300 to protect that long line of men, women 
and children firom the wild beasts, thirsting for 
their blood. The number that perished is unknown, 
but has been estimated by some as high as 1,500. 

Their object accomplished, the French returned 
from whence they came, leaving the old fort a heap 
of smouldering ruins, and the bones of the English 
bleaching in the sun; the sweetly solemn music 
of the waves, rippling on the white beach below, 
and the sad sighing of the wind among the pines» 
their only requiem — then solitude reigned once 
naore on the shores of the tideless lake. 
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RINGING THE CHANGES. 

NOTHER act in the great drama 
of earth. A year has passed away, 
I and the curtain rises on a scene of 
I wondrous beauty. The same old 
/ mountains slope down, amphithea- 
► ter-like, around the lake ; tiie mists 
, of midsummer hang over the land; 
martial music fills the air, and large 
bodies of men, under the banner of 
Abercrombie, are marching through 
the woods ; the sound of many 
bugles and of highland pipes echo back from the 
mountain side, as a thousand boats, bearing fifteen 
thousand men, in all the varied colors of military 
pomp, of royal court of clan and forest, with ban- 
ners waving, and hearts beating high with hope, 
move away over the glassy lake. Not as they went 
will they return, but sadly bearing their precious 
dead — yesterday, crowned with laurel ; to day, with 
asphodels — with banners trailing, and the sound of 
mourning for comrades lying in the forests and 
under the battlements of Ticonderoga. 

Thus on the morning of July Sth, 1758, Aber- 
crombie embarked and sailed to the attack of Fort 
Ticonderoga. On the following day, at Trout-Brook, 
Lord Howe was killed, and the evening of the 9th 
saw their inglorious return. 

The following year Amherst passed the same way, 
capturing Ticonderoga and Crown Point, and driving 
the French into Canada, their hold on the lakes gone 
forever. rnir^n]o 
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RUINS OF FORT WILLIAM HENRY. 

Just east of the hotel of the same name, undcf 
the pinesy are the ruins of the old Fort. The out- 
line is well preserved, showing the form, nearly 
square, flanked on the west, south, and a part of 
the east side, by a ditch, on the north by the lake. 
It was built in 1755 by General Johnson, and cap- 
tured by the French, under Montcalm August 8, 
1757. Putnam, who arrived as the French were 
retreating down the lake, describes the scene as 
horrible in the extreme, 
the air filled with the 
stench of decaying 
bodies and burning 
flesh which had been 
thrown among the still 
smoking ruins, for the 
French burned what- 
ever they could not 
carry off. They could | 
not steal or burn thej 
"Old Fort Well," how-: 
ever, and it still re-s 
mains near the east^ 
side, partially filled : 
with stones and rub- 
bish. The garrison, at 
present, consists of one thb garrison. 

black boy in command of a brass field-piece, which 
belches forth its welcome to the " Horican " upon 
imposing occasions. Here game abounds, and an 
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opportunity is afforded to send missiles of death 
hurtling through the affrighted air at sheet-iron 
birds for two cents per pop. 

Just where the fence which now incloses the 
grounds on the east would run, if continued out 
into the lake — under water — is the old French 
dock. Out from the dock a little way may be seen, 
on a still day, the charred remains of an old hulk, 
her blackened ribs and keel half hidden in the sand. 
It appears to be about forty feet in length, and 
supposed to have been one of the number sunk by 
Vaudreuil in February, 1757. Shell and cannon 
balls have been taken away at different times, and 
in 1820 two small cannon were removed from the 
wreck. 

Fort George is east of Fort William Henry, and 
one day Jack and I waded through the half mile or 
so of sand, and went up the road to where we were 
told the ruins were situated. At last we found 
them, on the east side of the road, near Dr. Dow- 
ling's cottage, and, seating ourselves on the walls, 
" read up " in the history of the old fortress. 

It was built in 1759 by General Amherst, a good 
general, but rather given to shoveling. The present 
ruins is but a bastion of what, at the time, was 
designed for an extensive fortification. Although 
on an .elevated piece of ground, it is commanded by 
others near by, and would not have been thought 
of at the present day, but in those tinges they had 
faith in the absent-mindedness of the enemy, who 
were expected to march regularly up to the places 
prepared for their reception, as was eminently 
proper for them to do, and much easier than cut- 
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ting roads through the forests, or hauling heavy 
guns to the tops of mountains. 

On the table land, a little to the south-west of the 
fort, was the old entrenched camp, the scene oi 
Dieskau's defeat by General Johnson in 1755. To 
the west was old Fort William Henry. 

It was a lovely afternoon when we sat on the 
ruined wall, gazing out over the stretch of reedy 
flats, gleaming sand and rippling water. The sun 
was sinking in crimson glory among the clouds 
that rested on old Mount Prospect. Purple 
shadows chased each other over the golden beach 
and up the mountainside ; flies buzzed lazily through 
the air ; bees droned among the flowers, and the 
music of rippling waves came faintly to our ears. 

"And is this all that remains of the once proud 
fortress,*' said Jack impressively. "Battlements 
crumbling, strong walls falling and wasting away, 
before the great destroyer, Time. Perhaps, in olden 
times, a soldier has stood on this very spot, and 
gazed out on just such a glorious sunset as this — 
his heart filled with thoughts of a distant home, 
and yearning to clasp the forms of loved ones to his 
bosom, little dreaming that, before the sun should 
make another circuit of the heavens, he would 
deep the sleep of the soldier out under the daisy- 
gemmed sod, where weeping violets, bending sadly 
over — " 

He paused — near by stood three or four ragged 
little villains, grinning horribly, and making 
observations in a very disrespectful sort of way. 

" 'ramin avaunt," said Jack, with a threatening 
air. They didn*t seem inclined to do it, but con- 
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tinued to cut antics, in the most extraordinary and 
exasperating manner conceivable. 

" Poor feller," said one, with a grin that opened 
an unbroken line of communication between his^ 
ears by way of his mouth. 

"Got it bad, ain't he, ruther?" remarked a 
second. 

" Tooken sudden, like," said number three, with ^ 
horrible distortion of his face — intended for a 
wink ; " but he ain't the first dam fool that's made 
a pious show ov 'imself on top ov that ar old lime 
kill" 

We were suddenly impressed with a convicticM. 
that we were liable to become victims of sunstroker 
especially as a feeling of undue warmth spread ovei 
us, so we hastily sought the protection of the 
woods back of tiie ruins, followed by a series of 
yells that would have done credit to a whole tribe 
of Modocs. 

In making a circuit among the pines, and, juni- 
pers, we ran across the ruins — real ruins this time 
of the old fort — now but a great heap of earth 
sloping off from the edge to the center and north, 
and held in place by the walls, which are quite well 
preserved on the east side. A great share of the 
stone work has been removed^ and burned for lime, 
at the scene of our late encounter with the young 
heathen. We soon went back to the hotel, around 
the road, nearly a mile further, because these hor- 
rid animals were on the beach — apparently lying 
in wait for some one, and we had reason to believe 
th^t we were the objects of their attentions. 
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STEAMBOATS. 

J HE first steamboat to ply the waters of 
Lake George was the jAMES CALD- 
WELL, Captain Winans, commanding-, 
put upon the lake about 1816 to *2o. It 
had two long boilers and a brick smoke 
stack, and could go the entire lengtli 
of the lake in one day — nearly, if not 
quite, as quick as a smart man would row the dis- 
tance ; but this stupendous achievement of engineer- 
ing skill could never have been attained without 
the connivance of the evil one, so it was very prop- 
erly struck by lightning on one of its early trips ; 
and, as even this warning did not prevent the stiflF- 
necked owners from attempting to run her the 
second year, she was very mysteriously burned -— 
with fire — while lying at her dock at Caldwell. It 
was thought, however, that she caught fire from 
over-insurance. 

The next boat that kissed the wave was the 
Mountaineer, commanded by Captain Laribee, 
and built about 1824. This boat, it is said, was 
sided with three layers of boards : the first running 
fore and aft, the second from keel to wale, then a 
layer of tarred paper ; and the outer boards, running 
fore and aft again, all fastened together with wooden 
pins, making a very strong basket-like boat, which, 
when the waves ran high, would bend Snd twist 
about in a way that eels might envy and vainly 
strive to imitate. This also required nearly the 
whole day to make the length of the lake; and 
while her commander, out of gallantry to the 
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ladies, would ** slow up " to take one aboard, it was 
considered an unwarrantable loss of time to stop 
for a man, as any good oarsman could row out and 
put a passenger into the steamer's yawl, which was 
always towing behind, without interfering with her 
headway in the least. The passenger in the yawl 
could then pull up by the tow-line and climb on to 
the steamer's deck without much trouble. She ran 
until 1836. 

In 1838 the William Caldwell came on and 
ran until 1850, when the John Jay, Capt. J. Gale, 
took her place, running until 1856, when, on the 
twenty-ninth of July of that year, as she was 
passing Friend's Point, on the home trip, a fire broke 
out in the engine room, and spread so rapidly tRat 
they could not hope to save her. Rounding Walto- 
nian Isle the bow was pointed toward the shore, 
the intention being to run her on the beach a little 
north of Hague. Capt. E. S. Harris, then pilot, 
stood at the wheel until the tiller ropes burned off, 
then going aft shipped the tiller and steered by 
guess. Blinded by the smoke they missed the 
beach, struck on a rock and rebounding, slid back 
into deep water, where it burned down and sunk. 
Six lives were lost on this occasion. 

A young man, living there, threw off his outer 
clothing, saved six persons from the burning vessel, 
and while he was doing it some public spirited 
person stole his watch. 

" Old Dick," who, for several years, wandered 
up and down the lake, with his box of ** Rattell 
Snaicks," at " sixpents site," was aboard when the 
fire broke out. The box containing the " snaicks ' 
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«ras washed ashore, with a little girl clinging to 
one end, while, from the trap-door at the other, 
which had become unfastened, the heads of the 
reptiles were lifted up, swaying and moving about 
as they were tossed by the waves, and as the box 
touched the shore they glided over the side, across 
the beach, and disappeared in the thicket 

In 1857 the Minnehaha commenced, and ran to 
the close of 1873 ; besides these, there has been the 
steam yachts " Hiawatha," the " Alice," and the 
"Dodo," the latter owned by J. Buchanan Henry, 
Private Secretary to the Presidential "Buck." 
Also, the " HORICAN," a propeller, something 
smaller than the Ganouskie, lately taken overland 
to Lake Champlain. 

The Minnehaha (laughing water), side-wheel 
steamer, built in 1857; 4 feet draft; length, 144 
feet; breadth, beam, 22 feet; over all, 36 feet 

The Ganouskie (Indian name of northwest bay), 
screw propeller, built in 1869; 7 feet draft; length, 
72 feet ; beam, 20 feet. 

The LiLLiE M. Price (named after a little 
daughter of Col. W. W. Price), screw propeller, 
built in I871 ; 6 feet draft; length, 61 feet; beam, 
14 feet. 

The "Owl," screw propeller (pocket edition), 
thought up the Hudson in 1871 ; draft, 3 feet 6 
inches; length, 30 feet; beam, 7 feet. 

The Julia, put in the lake in 1874, is similar to 
the Owl in size and appearance. 

The H. COLVIN, launched in June, 1876, is a side 
wheel steamer, 50 feet long, and 10 foot beam, is flat 
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bottomed, designed to run over reefs and shoals, and 
when loaded will float in a foot of water. 

The Carrie was launched in 1876, is shorter than 
the Owl, and was built at Glens Falls by its present 
owner, John L. Kenworthy, Jr., and kept simply for 
private use. 

The HORICON (side- wheel steamer) was built at 
the old steamboat landing near the outlet in 1876, 
expressly for pleasure travel. It is of fine model, 
graceful poise, and fast, making on occasion 20 
miles an hour, touching the docks at Baldwin and 
Caldwell in an interval of two hours, and making> 
three landings by the way. The length of keel i*- 
196 feet (203 over all), 8-i\ feet hold, 301^;^ beam 
(about 52 feet wide over all), is of 643 tons burden, 
and privileged to carry 150 passengers, which means 
all the way to 1.050. Her engine was taken fronr. 
the " Champlain " (wrecked on Lake Champlain ir 
1875), and her bell from the old "United States.' 
Three state-rooms are provided for passengers, and 
arrangements are made for dining such as desire. 
The crew consists of three officers and nine men. 
The saloon occupies the entire breadth of the boat, 
(excepting wheel-houses,) is 108 feet long, finished 
in butternut and black walnut, and is lighted with 
ground glass of two designs. Broad decks covered 
fore and aft, afford the tourist the best of an oppor- 
tunity to view the passing scenery. 

When the Horicon came on, the engine was re- 
moved from the Minn-e*ha-ha, and her hull sold to 
Cyrus Butler, Esq., of New York, designed by him 
as a sort of floating summer house. It was moored 
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at Black Mountain Point, pending the erection of 
the new house, ancj now goes to Red Rock Bay for 
the owner's private use. 

The Meteor, belonging also to Mr. Butler, is 5 1 
feet long, 10 feet beam, draft 4 feet 4 inches, of 
beautiful mould and finish. She was launched in 
the spring of 1876, from the ship-yard of William 
Kapella. The engine has two cylinders, steel shaft 
and four-foot wheel. She was on exhibition at our 
Centennial, was awarded a first premium, a«d was 
purchased and placed on Lake George in 1877, by 
the present owner, and when not in use by him, can 
be chartered by application to Capt. S. W. Clark, 
Ticonderoga. 

The through boats on Lake George, belong to 
the Champlain Transportation Company. They are 
the steamers Horicon, and the Ganouskie, making 
trips, morning and afternoon, each way. Tickets are 
transferable from one boat to the other if desired. 
Fare through the lake $2 ; through and return same 
day, same price. 

The Horicon, Capt. C. P. Russell, leaves 
Caldwell in the morning, at 9 ; touches at the prin- 
cipal points, and reaches Baldwin where passengers 
are transferred by rail to the afternoon boat north, 
on Lake Champlain. Returning on arrival of pas- 
sengers from the north, touches at the post-offices 
on the lake, and reaches Caldwell in time for stage 
to afternoon train south. 

The Ganouskie, Capt^J. H. Manville, leaves 
Baldwin in the morning, arrives at Caldwell in time 
for dinner and the afternoon stage to train south; 
returning, reaches Baldwin about 6 P^,M, y Google 
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The Lillie M. Price, Capt. E. White, makes 
two daily excursions to the Narrows and Paradise 
Bay, morning and afternoon, touching at all points 
and going to Black Mountain Point, if desired, each 
trip. 

The Ed. D. Lewis, Capt. Geo. Conery, leaves 
French Point at 8 A. M., touches at the various 
landings and reaches Caldwell in time for 9 A. M. 
stage south, and returns on arrival of stages from 
morning train, at Glens Falls; afternoon makes 
same trip, leaving French Point at 3 and Fort Wil- 
liam Henry at 6 P. M. 

There is also a small steamer at Hulett's Landing 
and two at Bolton, subject to charter at from $10 to 
$20 per day. 

Excursion tickets are issued over the Delaware 
and Hudson Railroad from Saratoga via Whitehall 
and Ticonderoga to Baldwin; thence by steamer 
through Lake George; stage to Glens Falls and 
back to Saratoga by rail. Fare $5, time limited to 
two days. 
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We have put on airs at the grand hotel, gazed in 
wonder at the modern relics of an ancient people, 
grown poetical on Fort George, popped away at 
vagrant chickens on Fort William Henry, daily and 
systematically raked over the photographs at the 
picture stands, for one that will show both sides ot 
the hotel and all of the lake at one glance, discussed 
parallels, parabolas and beautiful curves with Mr. 
Roessle, talked Chocktaw with the noble Indian, 
who always wants to borrow a dollar, climbed Pros- 
pect mountain, 

" the great backbone of earth. 

Saw die snowy mountauns rolled 
like mighty Inllows, saw the goU 
Of awful sunsets, saw the birth 
Of sudden dawn upon the plain," 

and longed for green fields and pastures new. Now 
it is high time for us to glance at some of the other 
attractions of the beautiful lake, but before going do 
not fail to collect a goodly number of photograph.** 
of this beautiful region. Mr. Arnold has them ; Ik 
will be ghA to see you ; he will 'part with some to

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you ; he does not labor for lucre alone, neither fiwr 
unadulterated glory, but the two mixed, others do 
tht, same ; they sell them on the boats, at the hotels, 
by the roadside, and on the mountain top. ** Secure 
the shadow ere the substance fade," for in them, 
when the crash of the great city fills the ear, and 
the silvery waters sleep in fetters of ice, the old days 
come back and fill the soul with their half-forgotten 
beauty; once more the boat rocks idly 6y the 
shadowy shore, and the pines whisper the same old 
stories over youthful heads, and happy hearts beat 
in unison with the harmony of loving nature. 

I hope the above advice will be taken in the same 
kindly spirit as given. I strive to make the subject 
as interesting as possible. I hope I have succeeded* 
I am considerably interested in it myself. 

From the Fort William Henry Hotel the outlook 
is very fine. In the centre of the lake the outreach- 
ing point from the west terminates in Tea Island ; 
over this is the round top of Shelving Rock, a little 
west of that. Tongue Mountain ; about two miles 
beyond Tea Island, ^t the right, is Diamond Island ; 
beyond this, partially hidden by it, is Long Island, at 
'its right edge is West Point About two miles away 
on the right, is Plum Point, on the high ground, a 
litde nearer, the summer place of the Paulist Fathers. 
Still nearer among the trees, is Crosbyside ; over the 
beach at the east, the Fort George Hotel, and back 
toward the south is the ruins of the old fort ; toward 
the west is Prospect Mountain, and at its base aloi^ 
the west shore, which turns at right angles with the 
hrtel front, is the little village of Caldwell, known 
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in the postal department as '' Lake George/' and 
causing considerable confusion among foreigners 
thereby. Probably the boat will not take the direct 
course down the west side, however, but, touching 
at the Lake House dock, turn sharply off across to 
the Fort George Hotel, thence to Crosbyside, and 
along down toward Long Island. 

St. Mary's of the Lake is on the east shore 
about a mile north of Crosbyside, in a grove of young 
trees ; it is the summer place of the Paulist Fathers, 
who are the only society of the kind in America, 
composed entirely of priests or those studying for 
the priesthood, and are, to a large extent, converts 
from Protestantism ; their convent is in New York, 
presided over by its founder, Father Hecker, their 
work chiefly that of missionaries, something akin to 
that of the old Jesuits. They come here in the 
summer, after very severe labors in their calling, for 
the sake of rest and seclusion, and while the chance 
guest is treated with courtesy by members of the 
order, who are gentlemen as well as priests, the 
idle visitor to the convent who, uninvited comes 
from mere curiosity, is an annoyance from which 
the inmates would gladly escape, as it interferes 
seriously with the studious pursuits, orderly habits 
and the rest for which they came. 

The land on which the convent stands formerly 
belonged to Charles O'Conor, New York, and was 
by him presented to the society. 
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Plum Point was so named from the great qoaa- 
titles of that fruit produced there^ at one time. It 
is on the east shore, north of St Mary's of the Lake 

Tea Island is a perfect little gem, a trifle ovei 
one mile from Caldwell, somewhat resembling the 
crater of an extinct vcdcano, with the rim broken 
away on. the east side, allowing the water to flow in 
and out, forming i beautiful harbor in miniature. 



Tradition says Abercrombie burieid gold ano 
valuables here, and a goodly share of the surface 
has been dug over, at different times, by the treas- 
ure seeker (some one suggested that the digging 
was for fish- worms, but the idea is too absurd and 
ordinary to be entertained a moment). On the 
north side stands the ruins of what was once a stone 
summer house. It is said that in 1828 a tea house 
(whatever that may have been) was kept here, to 
accommodate visitors, from which circumstance it 
is mistily presumed came the name. It is also 
reported, that before the eastern rim caved in, the 
hole went clear through to China, forming an under- 
ground route, whereby honest importers could get 
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their teas without the ordinary expense of buying a 
custom house officer. 

The new building, on the high land, to the south- 
west, IS owned by Mr. Walter J. Price, of New York ; 
to the west is the cottage of Rev. Dr. Butler, of Phila. 
Among the pines is the modest summer home of the 
genial poet-publisher, A. D. F. Randolph, of New 
York ; one of the cottages, on the bluff, north of Tea 
idand, is occupied by Rev. Dr. Tuttle. 

Price Manor, residence of the late Col. W. 
Price, of New York, is on the west shore, some- 
thing over two miles from Caldwell. It is one of the 
finest buildings of the kind in Northern New York, 
and commands a view of great beauty and extent ; 
the grounds sloping gradually down to the tri-colored 
sammer-house at the lake shore. 

Diamond Island, near the centre of the lake, 
and three miles from its head, received its name from 
the quartz crystals found upon its surface ; the sup- 
ply of late, however, " grows small by degrees, and 
beautifully less." It was fortified and used as a 
military depot by Burgoyne, after his capture of 
Ticonderoga in 1777, and the same year was the 
scene of an engagement between the forces then in 
possession (the English) and a party of Americans, 
under Col. John Brown, which resulted in the defeat 
of the latter party. 

In 1820 it was occupied by a family who gained 
a living by the sale of crystals found there ; east of 
it are two nameless little pyramids of broken rock, 
which go to make up the 2^0 islands of the lake. 
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Cramer's Point is west of Diamond Island. It 
is said that this point was once an island, when the 
Islands all belonged to the State, but a former owner 
of the shore adjoining looked upon it with longing 
eyes, and one night the kind waves, or something 
equally efficacious, filled up the intervening space 
with earth ; the island and the shore clasped hands 
across the muddy chasm, the twain were made one 
flesh, and no law was found to put them asunder. 
From Cramer's Point and Bay a grassy lawn slopes 
upward, and is met at the road above by a grove, 
which art and nature combine to render very beauti- 
ful indeed. At its border is the tasteful villa of 
Geo. H. Cramer, of Troy. 

North of Cramer's Point is an island, separated 
from the shore by a narrow, shallow channel. North 
of this the shore recedes toward the west, in a long, 
sweeping circle, then comes to us again in a bold 
headland ; following along this we see a narrow 
gateway into a pretty cove. The south buttress of this 
entrance projects low over the water, a half boat's 
length, forming a welcome refuge in a sudden storm. 

Cannon Point is the termination of this bluff, 
continuing from the cove north. 

Reid's Rock is just north of Cannon Point It 
is said that a man named Reid, whose love for rum 
had taken him across the Lake one dark stormy night 
in late autumn, was in some manner precipitated into 
the water, but succeeded in reaching this rock, upon 
which he crawled, and where, in the morning, he 
was found frozen stiff, and covered with ice from the 
dashing spray.

Orcut Bay is entered between Reid's Rock and 
Cannon Point. 

"The Healing Spring" is just over the ridge, 
west of this bay ; it may be reached also by a pleas- 
ant drive along shore from Caldwell. The visitor at 
Lake George should not fail in seeing this spring, 
and talking with its honest, odd, old-fashioned owner, 
" Uncle Joe," as he is universally called ; whose faith 
in the efficacy of the water to cure " all the ills that 
flesh is heir to," is as unbounded as his good nature. 
Many and wonderful are the cures wrought by the 
waters of this spring, as affirmed by sundry certifi- 
cates, which are wonders of composition, and now 
in possession of the proprietor. It has also been 
made the subject of a poem by Uncle Joe, which he 
has for sale, and which he says "all the girls are 
after, it's so funny." It is well worth a visit, and all 
who feel that it is good to laugh and grow fat must, 
after seeing it, admit that, indirectly at least, that 
spring is a great benefit to suffering humanity. 

Diamond Point is next as we proceed northward 
along shore ; the quartz here, like that of Diamond 
Island, occasionally yields very pretty crystals. 

Sampson's Bay is so-caHed after Sampson Paul, 
an Indian, who flourished half a century ago, and 
who once killed a panther, with a common fishing 
spear, as the poor brute was coming out of the water 
benumbed with cold. 

The Coolidge House is on the west side of 
Lake George, four miles north of Caldwell, accessible 
by boat or carriage. It is an attractive, quiet place, 
with pleasant grounds, good comfortable accommo-

dations, good fare, and near good fishing and 
bathing places. All steamers except the Horicon 
land on signal. Capacity, 50. Board, $8 to $10 
per week. John Coolidge, proprietor. Post-office, 
Hill View. 

Now, if we chance to be on the excursion steamer, 
we turn back after touching at the Coolidge House 
dock, and cross the lake toward South Island, passing 
at the south of Canoe Islands. 

The Canoe Islands are owned by members of 
the American Canoe Association, of which N. H. 
Bishop is secretary, and occupied by them as a camp 
at their annual meeting and regatta, which occurs 
this year, August 11, 12 and 13. 

Dunham's Bay is toward the south, and east of 
Plum Point. At its deepest part is Lake George 
Park, with the cottage of Dr. Edward Eggleston 
and others. 

West Point is the extreme northern end of land 
extending north from Dunham's Bay, and is a 
favorite camping place. 

South Island is another popular camping 
ground. It was apparently at one time connected 
with Long Island at the north, but has been sepa- 
rated by the action of water which has worn a 
shallow channel between the two, admitting of the 
passage of small boats. 

Long Island is the largest island at Lake George. 
It is over a mile in length, is partially cleared and 
cultivated, and has a good dock on the east side. 
The house near the centre is the summer place of 
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the owner, Dr. D. S. Sanford, of New York. Pass- 
ing through the opening between South Island and 
West Point, we stand across the broad mouth of 
Harris* Bay and pass in succession, Ripley Point, 
Sandy Bay and Sheldon Point, and look south into 
Van Wormer Bay. 

The Sheldon House, on Sheldon's Point, is a 
new hotel as yet untried by the public. It will pro- 
vide for lOO guests, at $8 to $io per week; $1.50 
per day. Garrison Sheldon, proprietor. 

The East Lake George House is at the right 
as you look south ; will receive 40 guests at from 
$7 to $10 per week. John Griffin, proprietor. 

The Grove Hotel is on the east side of the 
bay, one-fourth mile south of Trout Pavilion, It 
has one of the loveliest imaginable harbors for 
small boats ; a dock where the smaller steamers can 
land; commands an extended view of the lake, 
reaching away down into North West Bay, and is 
very favorably spoken of by former visitors. Will 
accommodate 50, at $7 per week; $1.50 per day. 
Fishermen supplied with all necessaries for the sport. 
E^ Wetmore, proprietor. 

The Trout Pavilion is surrounded by many 
natural attractions, and is patronized largely by the 
friends of Hugh McLaughlin, Brooklyn's ** boss," 
who spends a portion of every seaspn at his place. 
Will accommodate about 80, at $8 to $12 per week, 
J. M. Cronkhite, proprietor. 

North of Trout Pavilion are private cottages, the 
first owned by Mr. John Patterson ; the second, by 
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James Gannon ; third, by Mrs. Oscar Briggs ; fourth, 
by Mrs. H. T. Cushman ; then back of the Kattskill 
House is the cottage of G. W. L. Smith ; next, S. 
B. Ambler's, and at the two small docks further 
north are the Stevens and De Long cottages. 

The Kattskill House has an advertised capa- 
city for ICO guests, contains the post-office of this 
section of the lake, known as Kattskill Bay, and a 
telegraph office. It is nearly surrounded by a 
grove, of young birches, which will in time effect- 
ually shield it from the two amorous glances of the 
afternoon sun. The proprietor is Mr. C. H. Green, 
of Glens Falls; manager, A. P. Scoville. Board, 
$7 to $14 per week. 

Elizabeth Island, sometime called Little Green 
Island, is almost due north from the Kattskill House, 
and appears at the extreme point of land extending 
from the east. It is owned by A. E. Oakley, of 
New York, whose summer place may be seen back 
from the shore a little way. It is the summer camp- 
ing place of the " Manhattan Club," composed of 
graduates of New York College, gentlemen, scholars 
and men of ideas, whose annual presence is the 
cause of no little commotion among the dwellers in, 
and visitors to this portion of the lake. 

Looking west we once more see the Coolidge 
House, and toward the north at intervals the summer 
place of Gen. Tremain; the white, many gabled 
cottage of the late Judge Edmonds ; Middleworth 
Bay and cottages; the Burton House, and the 
openings of Boon and Basin Bay, the shore termi- 
nating in Barker's Point near Belvoir Island. 
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Pilot Mountain is in the south-east, nearly 
sharp at its summit, descending steeply to the lake 
at points where we lately touched, and further away, 
sloping gently down to the fertile vale of Harrisena, 

Buck Mountain is a grand, rocky, round-fea- 
tured mountain, along the east, rising two thousand 
feet above the lake, sparsely wooded as the summit 
is neared ; this, with Pilot Mountain on the south, 
is locally known as the deer pasture. 

Phelps' Point is at the lake, a little south of the 
highest part of Buck Moimtain; a passable road 
leads out along shore to the Kattskill House. Here 
a party has built a comfortable fishing house which 
they occupy for two or three weeks during the sea- 
son, renting it to other parties at other times, " fur 
nished." 

Dome Island, near the centre of the lake, next 
claims our attention as being the highest of Lake 
George's three hundred and sixty-five; seen from 
the north or south, it has the appearance of a huge 
emerald dome, somewhat flattened, but bearing 
enough of the appearance to justify the name. This 
island was purchased from the State in 1856, for 
$100. It is nine miles from Caldwell as the crow 
flies. 

Recluse Island is just west of Dome, our course 
taking us between the two. From its south end a 
long breakwater extends toward Belvoir I. ; behind 
it dance gaily painted boats, and a graceful bridge 
is thrown across to what was once known as Sloop 
Island on the east. 
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rON ranking second in size and number 
guests entertained, possesses attractions 
It, in the eyes of its patrons, place it 
it at Lake George; for while it is 
ar good fishing ground, and within 
cdsy rowing distance of the narrows, it is 
still connected with the outer world by the steamers 
that touch daily, and by a good country road, form- 
ing a pleasant drive of ten miles along shore to 
Caldwell. It is rather quiet, and patronized by a 
good class of guests, many of whom are booked for 
the season. It is generally looked upon as the golden 
mean between two extremes — a connecting link 
between the fashions and follies of the big hotels and 
the severely primitive life of an island camp. 

Strangers are sometimes at a loss to locate " Bol- 
ton " properly. To the guests it means the hotels. 
A little farther south, the " Huddle,"— where the 
post-office is situated,— is Bolton. It is also gather- 
ing around the churches, and the shoemaker, peg- 
ging industriously away in the north part of the 
town, fondly imagines that that will be the spot 
where, at some future day, will gs^ther the elite of 
this highly diffused village. From a point in the 
steamer's course after rounding Recluse Island is 
obtained the finest general view of Bolton, and of 
the lake also. 

Bolton Bay is the name generally applied to 
that portion of the lake on the west, between Recluse 
and Green Islands. 
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Belvoir Island is near Recluse Island on the 
west, and separated from the main land, at its south- 
western extremity, by a narrow strip of water. Its 
owner is Rev. G. W. Clowe, of White Plains, who 
may often be seen swinging the axe or piling brush 
as energetically as the most enthusiastic votary of 
muscular Christianity could desire. Hiawatha Island, 
west of Clay, and farther down in the bay, is owned 
by Dr. Jacobi, of New York. Leontine Island is a 
charming bit of verdure north of Hiawatha Island. 
Huddle Bay is the local appellation of the deeper 
portion of the bay reaching south. Over its head 
(not visible from the boat) is the *' huddle" of 
houses for which it is named. 

The Lake View House is on the west shore 
south of Leontine Island. The large square, white 
mansion belonged to the late Mr. R. Kanz, of New 
York. The pretty little cottage on the point just 
south of the first landing is occupied by L. E. 
Meyer; that nearer the dock by Mr. F. Thieriot. 
The Mohican House is among the trees back of 
the south dock; just north is the Dunlop cottage. 

The Wells House is on the north side of road 
which here leads up the mountain. The parsonage 
and church of St. Sacrament is just north. 

The Bolton House is the large building with 
French roof, at the north dock. The pretty cot- 
tage in the bay beyond, is the summer place of 
Ezra Benedict, of New York.

Green Island is at the north, separated from 
the main land by a narrow strip of water that opens 
through into Northwest Bay. It is next in size to 
Long Island, is partially cultivated, and a promising 
hotel site; is owned by F. Thieriot 

Crown Island, that formerly rejoiced in thi 
classical name of Hog Island, is farther east. 

Northwest Bay, beyond, reaches inland nearl} 
six miles. 

Tongue Mountain, rugged and broken, is in 
the centre, separating Northwest Bay from the Nar- 
rows, on the east. Through the Narrows, studded 
with its beautiful island gate\\ays, is seen the ^rand 
form of Black Mountain. 

Shelving Rock is at the entrance to the Narrows 
on the east

There is something peculiarly grotesque about the 
appearance of Shelving Rock, when viewed from the 
south, looking, as it does, like the head of an immense 
duck, stretched out on the water from its great moun- 
tain back on the east. There is the long, sinuous 
neck, the round head, the long, flat bill, extending 
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toward die west The white speck on the end of the 
bill is the hotel on Fourteen Mile Island 

Mount Erebus, clothed in inky spruce and 
pines is back of Shelving Rock, and terminates in a 
rocky point over where the sun rises; in the hollow 
below is Shelving Rock Falls and saw mill ; swinging 
around still further, we see Buck Mountain ; between 
us and it stretches the lengthened Dome, and farther 
toward the south the foaming water that marks our 
back track, but we are rapidly nearing the Mohican 
dock, and must prepare for the extensive delegation 
coming out to receive us. 
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The Mohican House is not, as its name would 
seem to imply, kept exclusively for the accommo- 
dation of that noble tribe of warriors whose name 
it bears. At present there are not enough of these 
eminently distinguished individuals traveling to 
insure' success to an hostlery devoted exclusively 
to them. Neither is the proprietor a '• big Ingin " of 
the tribe ; does not resemble tbem in the least in 
person or act ; was never known, in his most play- 
ful mood, to tomahawk a guest, oreven widd the 
sportive scalping-fcnife, with intent to lift "har/' 

The name was given the house^ a long time ago, 
by an admirer of Cooper, and oa the flag-staff that 
used to stand out toward the dock was erected a 
wicked-looking wooden warrior, wonderfully made„ 
who, with tomahawk in hand, perpetually on the 
war-path, stood, through summer's sun and win- 
ter's storm, keeping grim and ceaseless vigils over 
the surrounding country. Time passed : the stately 
form was at last gathered to his fathers, and the 
last solemn rites paid to his memory, but his fame 
is perpetuated in the house that bears the honored 
name, and unprincipled agents still sell his biogra- 
phy, solemnly affirming that each one sold is actu- 
ally the last — of the Mohicansi 
A part of the frame of the present hotel was erected 
away back before the beginning of the present 
century, and is said to be the oldest one standing 
m the country. It is also said that on the point 
where the dock now stands was once a building, 
destroyed about the year 1800, which had been 
used by a band of smugglers as a point of distribu- 
tion for contraband goods brought through from 
Canada. The lawn is shaded by maples and locusts, 
the long point protected by a new and expensive 
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sea-wall, extending quite a distance out into the 
lake, and terminating in a substantial dock, where 
the guests repair at rosy mom and dewy eve to 
witness the arrival of the steamboat, which is con- 
sidered the great event of the day 

Under the proprietorship of Mr. M. O. Brown, the 
Mohican House has been thoroughly renovated and 
refurnished; pure spring water, brought through 
pipes from the mountain, *and with boating, fishing 
and livery facilities, but little has been left undone that 
can contribute to the comfort or pleasure of old ad- 
mirers or new comers. The Mohican House will 
accommodate about seventy-five. Terms, for July 
and August, $3 per day, $15 per week; special 
before July ist and after September ist 

A pleasant cottage on the shore, just north of the 
house, with rooms en suite, and tastefully furnished, 
is of recent build, and adds considerably to the at- 
traction of the place. The grounds receive constant 
attention ; the guests are of the best ; in short, there 
are few better or more deservedly popular places at 
the lake than the Mohican House. 

The Bolton House, at the north dock, is a roomy, 
three-story building, with French roof, and showing 
prominently among the lesser heights along shore. 
On the ground floor of the main building is a large, 
airy dining-room and parlor. Fronting the lake, 
along the south side, is a broad, high piazza ; on the 
upper floors are large, well- ventilated sleeping apart- 
ments nicely furnished throughout From the observ- 
atory on the roof, overlooking the surrounding trees, 
a grand, sweeping view of the lake may be obtained. 
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Running along the north side of the hotel, and 
terminating at the dock, is a granite ledge present- 
ing a perpendicular face twenty or more feet high, 
covered with its native lichens, trees and shrubbery, 
and suggesting wonderful possibilities of the pictur- 
esque when properly developed, and in its present 
wild state "so nice" for young lovers, chickens and 
other kindred things to wander over while listening 
to the twittering of birds, the ripple of the diamond 
waves, or the mellifluous music of the dinner bell. 



The cut above given, shows the Bolton House as 
it was in 1880; since then it has been enlarged to 
nearly double its former capacity, making room for 
fully 100 guests. A French roof over all has com- 
pletely changed its appearance, and needed im- 
provements have been made, which places this 
among the leading houses of Lake George. At 
the beach just north of the dock is a nice secluded 
bathing place. 
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Its appearance has also been materially improved, 
new rooms arranged, the observatory, from which 
can be obtained one of the best views of the lake, 
made easy of access, lawn graded, new sea-wall 
built, boats added for the use of guests, and a good 
livery in connection with the house. All steamers 
touch at the dock, and daily express to Glens Falls, 
carrying passengers. Fare $i. House will accom- 
modate lOO. Board per week, $io to $ij; per 
day, $2,50, with better rates in June and September. 
Barton & Phelps, proprietors. 

The Lake View House has earned for itself that 
unfailing sign of approval — the repeated return of 
old guests to the familiar rooms and places, their 
number augmented annually by new friends and 
kindred spirits. It is an assured success as a sum- 
mer hotel, and from an extremely modest beginning, 
has grown to its present fair proportions. It is 
located in a pleasant grove at Parodi Point on 
the west shore of Bolton Bay, a half mile south 
of the Mohican dock. All steamers except the 
Horicon can land here. The view is unsurpassed 
for quiet beauty as revealed in retreating headland, 
pretty grouping of island forms, %the lovely gatelike 
Openings of the distant Narrows, and the old giant 
Black Mountain beyond, all ably supported by the 
rugged ranges on either side. The price for board 
is $9 to $12 per week. Will accommodate 90. R. 
J. Brown, proprietor. 

The Wells House, H. A. Dearstyne, proprietor, ^ 
is situated a few rods back from the lake just south 
of the church of St. Sacrament, on the road that 

ds up the mountain side. The charges are reason- 
e, the view fine, the rooms are larere, some of the 
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sleeping apartments almost prodigally spacious and 
aiiy, and altogether it is one of the roomiest, pleas- 
antest and most desirable private boarding houses 
along the lake. Terms for board from $8 to $12 
per week ; will accommodate about forty. " Happy 
Lon." also keeps some really fine and stylish livery 
turnouts, and the visitor af Bolton should not fail in 
securing one for a drive along shore, north or south, 
or up the mountain side, with a grander view of all. 
A good single rig can be obtained for a morning or 
afternoon drive for about $1.50; a barouche or 
mountain wagon at from $2 to $6, according to 
company. 

Beside the houses mentioned is Locust Grove 
Cottage, south of the Mohican ; the Miller Cottage 
and Stewart's, north of th^ Bolton House ; Braley*s 
about one mile further north, and several others 
which take in strangers during the season. 

A long-felt need is now supplied in the extension 
of telegraphic communication from the head of Lake 
George to this* place, with the general office at the 
Mohican House. 

From Bolton the boat runs diagonally across the 
lake to Fourteen Mile Island, three miles distant, 
passing close by the point of Green Island in its 
course. 13 
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habitant does not say; but it i? 
presumed that the distance from the head of the 
lake was guessed at in old times, and called fourteer; 
miles. It is, however, but eleven. 

It contains about a dozen acres of land and rock, 
covered with a scanty growth of Norway pine, oak 
and chestnut; the rocky surface is glorified with 
beautiful lichens, mosses and wavy ferns. On 
the east a deep and narrow channel, through which 
the steamers can easily pass, separates it from the 
main land. On the west side is the hotel, built 
originally as a hunting lodge, and added to as the 
demand called for more room. It will now accom* 
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modate 75; has been newly furnished throughout. 
Boats, fishing tackle and every thing necessary for 
sport furnished when required. Board $2 day ; $9 
to $12 week. G. R. Fish, lessee. 

The property is owned by Mr. E. C. Smith of 
Albany, who spends his summers here to lend a will- 
ing han4 to the needy, or succor beauty in distress. 
In 1856 his father purchased six of the State, for less 
than $400, viz : Fourteen Mile, Dome, Clay, Crown, 
Flora and Turtle Island, lying close under Tongue 
Mountain. Clay Island, which at that time cost $65, 
has since been sold for $3,500. 

Just in shore, from the south end of Fourteen 
Mile Island, is the Hen and Chickens, not a cluck- 
ing, scratching, fussy, actual old hen, with her bug- 
pursuing brood, but a pretty little group of islands. 
Something over a mile further south are three or 
four great knob-like, rocky, moss-covered islands, 
rising above the surface ; the largest called Huckle- 
berry Island. South of Huckleberry, close under the 
mountain, is Refuge Island, so-called by Mr, Smith, 
who, with his sister Julia, and two friends, were 
here driven ashore, in a fearful storm, in the sum- 
mer of 1870. Turning their boat bottom upward, 
they made themselves as comfortable as possible 
for the night, while friends at Fourteen Mile Island 
vainly searched and swung signals, in hope that 
they might be guided home by them ; but morning 
came at last, bringing with it the hungry, be 
draggled, starchless quartette, to the no small joj 
of some and disgust of others, who thought that, in 
surviving the storm, the aforesaid party had defeated 
the designs of providence, and lost their only chance 



of rendering their names immortal. 
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Following the rocky shore south of Fourteen 
Mile Island you find many pretty bays and 
headlands. Further along, a little brook makes out 
over a beach, and entering the sandy gate you are 
within one of the most charming of thicket-guarded

bays on the lake. Alighting where a noisy brook 
tumbles in, at its head, and following up a little 
way, you will be rewarded by the sight of a perfect 
little gem, called Shelving Rock Falls. Above this, 
it is very difficult following the bed of the stream, 
but by making a detour to the right you will soon 
reach the house and saw-mill, seen upon the east 
side, looking " so lonesome," from the deck of the 
passing steamer. 

Camp Life. — During July and August, Lake 
George teems with nomadic life in all its various pha- 
ses, and vagrant communities appear and disappear 
as if by magic ; white tents gleam among the dark 
green foliage ; wilderness' solitudes resound with 
joyous shoutings as of boys let loose from school ; 
lonely islands are suddenly astir with busy throngs 
rocks are flecked with blue and gray ; the tree tops 
blush with bunting ; shores put on a flannelly hue, 
and shadowy points blossom out in duck and dimity 
It is safe to say that in the course of the season a 
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thousand people taste the pleasures and overcome the 
difficulties that but season the glorious dish of camp 
life at Lake George. 

Among the necessaries are a light axe, long handle 
frying pan, tin pail for water or coffee, tin plate, pint 
cup, knife and fork and fishing tackle. A stove- top laid 
on a tire-place of stones and mud, and supplied with 
one length of stove pipe is a positive luxury to the 
cook; spruce boughs for a bed, with two or three 
good woolen blankets for covering, will be found 
very comfortable ; a small bag to fill with leaves or 
moss for a pillow, pays for itself in one night ; flannel 
or woolen clothing, with roomy boots and a soft fdt 
hat, is ordinarily the safest dress. 

Ladies, wear what you have a mind to, you 
will any way, but let it be flannel next to you, good 
strong shoes under foot, and a man's felt hat over 
head — ^take the man along, too, he will be useful to 
take the fish off your hook, run errands, etc. 

Boats and provisions may be obtained at almost any 
of the hotels. Bacon, salt pork, bread and butter, Bos- 
ton crackers, tea, coffee, sugar, pepper and salt, with a 
tin box or two for containing the same are among the 
things needed. Milk can be obtained regularly at the 
farm houses, berries picked almost anywhere ; ice is a 
luxury which may be contracted for and thrown from 
the passing steamers daily, a hole in the ground with 
a piece of bark over it forms a very good ice box ; a 
drinking cup of leather, to carry in the pocket, comes 
handy at times; broad brimmed straw hats are a 
nuisance ; whiskey is unnecessary, a damage and dis- 
grace to the party ; if you take it habitually to pre* 
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vent colds, don't come; colds are never taken here by 
sleeping out under the stars, and there is little in 
God's pure air and sunshine in keeping with the rot- 
bom stuff. 

A shanty made of boughs will answer, in absence 
of anything better; it sounds well when yon tallc 
about " roughing it," but is bad in practice. A tern- 
may be made comfortable with the outlay of a littlt 
time and exertion. Several parties own fishing boxes 
or shanties, more or less rough in construction, some 
made simply of rough boards with bunks for sleeping 
in, chairs, tables, stoves, eta The poorest is an im- 
provement on the best of tents. 

"The Waltonians" were among the first t< 
introduce the fashion, and of old were the modei 
campists of the lake; the club was organized ii> 
1853 by a party of young men from Glens Falls, 
who came regularly year after year, remaining aboui 
two weeks, and usually winding up with a grand 
reception and dinner. They camped on an island 
near Hague, still known as Waltonian Isle, until 
1870, when a fire burned over their ground, and 
they removed to Phelps' Island in the Narrows, 
here they flashed out in true gorgeousness ; they 
dressed in uniform, were accompanied by their poet 
laureate; gloried in the possession of a tonsorial 
artist, and rejoiced in the barbaric splendor of his 
adjustable chair. They fared sumptuously, and ex- 
tended the hospitalities of their canvas establish- 
ment with royal generosity. They gave magnifh 
cent dinners, gotten up regardless of cost, und^ the 
supervision of their chef-de-cusine and corps of 
assistants. Their culinary department was all that 
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The Waltonians. 93 

could be desired; the store-room bursting with 
good things ; their sleeping tents luxurious in the 
extreme, while the " Half-way House " was abso- 
lutely indescribable. Words fail to picture its 
attractive glories. Conceived in the breast of 
genius, it was in the fullness of time brought forth 
a thing of beauty, brush and bunting, within 
whose mysterious precincts were concocted won- 
drous combinations of lake water, and other 
ingredients, which was the result of inspiration 
and long years of self-sacrificing study, and which 
flashed out before the awe-struck world in the 
triumphant culmination of a geometrically con- 
structed, mathematically demonstrated, well-pro- 
portioned Waltonian drink. 

Then in the evening receptions were held by the 
young ladies in the parlor of the hotel, with Mr, 
Smith at the piano ; and while intoxicating music 
rose and fell on the perfumed air, and the reeling 
senses floated in breathless ecstacy, as heart beat- 
ing against heart, added fire to love's young flame — 
the old codgers, who had come for a quiet time, 
stumped grimly around the island, swearing men- 
tally or orally, according to the bigotry or liberal- 
ism of the church to which they belonged, until 
their venerable noses grew red with wiping, and 
their hoary locks were damp with the dews of mid- 
night 14 
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The Hundred Island House is situated in the 
Narrows less than a half mile from Fourteen Mile 
Island, on a point that juts out from the base of Shelving 
Rock. The location is capital for a summer house, 
affording a protected harbor for small boats, a good 
dock easy of approach for large. It is built in the 
most substantial manner possible, and with a degree of 
finish seldom applied to hotels designed simply for 
summer occupancy ; it is three stories high, the upper 
story enclosed in a French roo( which adds grace and 
airiness to what might otherwise have been considered 
too solid a building for its forest surroundings. The 
main portion is 35 x 75 feet^ and 12 feet between 
joints ; a piazza 12 feet wide extends along the front 
and across the ends. The parlor, 30x35 feet in extent, 
occupies the north end, with office, reading room, 
etc., on the south. The dining room, 30 x 48 feet in 
extent, is in a wing at the rear. The building con- 
tains 45 large sleeping rooms, with high ceilings, 
while broad and well lighted halls extend throughout 
the upper stories. A stairway leads up to the sightly 
observatory, from which the roof may be gained, and 
a view obtained that has hardly its equal anywhere 
on the lake, showing the broad, c^en water toward 
the south and west, the hundred islands of the Nar- 
rows, and the lake stretching away to Sabbath Day 
Point and Bhlff Head at the north. R. G. Bradley 
& Co., formerly of the Fourteen Mile Island House, 
are proprietors. The table is exceptionally good. 
Terms $10 to $12 per week. Boats, etc., can be 
procured on application at the office. A post-office 
known as Shelving Rock is established here. 
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The Pearl Point House is appropriately enough 
named. It is neariy surrounded by broad piazzas, 
with ornamental balustrades and columns, daintily 
displayed in a setting of filagree work, its graveled 
walks, grassy banks, creeping vines and flower- 
draped vases, indicate exquisite taste and an ability 
to execute what the mind conceives, regardless of 
cost, which lias here caused the wilderness literally 
to blossom as the rose. The interior shows evidence 
of the same cultivated taste ; parlors and reception 
room finished in native woods ; the dining room is 
wainscoated and well lighted, and may be thrown 
open at either side, connecting with piazzas, north 
and south, where tables may be laid as occasion 
may require or fancy dictate. From the hall, rich 
and massive winding stairs lead to the observatory, 
which commands the ever beautiful scenery of the 
Narrows. On the second and third floors are the 
sleeping rooms, each with its own set of furniture 
known as ** East-lake," and each differing from the 
other, and with its own distinctive style and color. 

Just south of the house is a circular- walled basin 
for small boats, open towards the west and spanned 
at its mouth by an ornamental bridge which connects 
with the grounds of the Hundred Island House on 
the south. Back of this basin stands a cottage, which, 
with rooms in main building, affords accommodation 
for 150 guests. Board from $10 to $12 per week ; 
$2 per day. * I). W. Sherman, proprietor. A tele- 
graph wire connects this house with the regular line 
at Glens Falls. 
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Ranger Island is west of Pearl Point. The pretty 
cottage with sharp peaked tower belongs to a de- 
voted disciple of old Isaac Walton — Judge F. E. 
Ranger, of Glens Falls. Next at the north is Juanita 
Island, where the Bullard Brothers — and sisters 
^-come every summer. The *'Glen Club" — com- 
posed of some of the solid men of Glens Falls, 
and commonly called the cold water club, for obvi- 
ous reasons — become boys again every year on the 
island north of Juanita. 

Phantom Island is next, with its attractive cottage 
and tastefully decorated summer houses and grounds. 
It is owned and occupied during the summer by 
Hon. Jerome Lapham, of Glens Falls. It was for- 
merly the home of **the hermit," J. Henry Hill, 
who came here in 1870, built the house and occu- 
pied it alone until 1876, when he was adjudged 
insane, and removed temporarily to an asylum, 
where he soon recovered. He belonged to a family 
of artists, and was himself one of considerable abil- 
ity — his professed object here being the study of 
nature. 

Gem Island and cottage, nortfieast from Phantom, 
is where another solid Glens Falls club " receives," 
during the season. Gravelly Island is the nearest 
large island toward the north from Pearl Point. 

Over under the west shore is Turtle and Phelps' 
Islands. Camp Colvin, on the latter, belongs to a 
Glens Falls man — in fact Glensvillians have pre- 
empted a considerable portion of this attractive 
group of islands, and still cry for more. 
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Burnt Island is the largest of the Hundred 
Island group, and occupies a central position toward 
the north. On it half wild goats have for several 
years lived and bred. 

As-You-Were Island is the last of the group 
near the west shore. An old hunter once firing at a 
deer on this island, missed his mark and sung out; 
**As-you-were," and the startled creature, not know- 
ing which way to go, stood trembling until a second 
shot rendered him incapable of flight; hence the 
name. 

Little Harbor Island, east of the last named 
has on its north border one of the curious holes in 
the rock supposed by some to have been the, work 
of the aborigines. 

Fork Island, its shape suggesting the name, 
terminates the cluster at the northeast. 

Paradise Point, a beautiful peninsula — site of a 
proposed hotel colony— extends from the east shore, 
separating Red Rock Bay on the south from Para- 
dise Bay on the north, the latter guarded by a cluster 
of very pretty islands. 

There are others, a multitude of them, some rising 
abruptly from the depths, moss-draped and thicket- 
crowned, while others only see the light when the 
water sinks to its lowest level. All around are 
treacherous shoals and reefs, and when the light is 
right and the water rough, you may see the surface 
checked and spotted by the bright green that marks 
their position, while the little steamer, with many a 
graceful turn, threads the labyrinth as the verdant 
gateways open and close along her course. 
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The Sherman House commands a beautiful view 
of the " Hundred Islands " of the narrows, at the 
south ; and the open lake, at the north. The shore 
here is rugged and broken, running at points straight 
up from the water, Tongue Mountain rising sheer 
from the little plateau. The house stands a 
few rods from the dock, facing the south, and ap- 
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pears very inviting with its low, broad piazzas ; its 
cool, open rooms; its neat cottages and summer 
houses, and its delightful walks through the woods 
and along the shore. 

^ It now opens under a new management, with the 
object of supplying a public want in shape of a first- 
class central resort, making a specialty of fish and 
game dinners for excursionists from either end of 
the lake, and an attractive place for spending a 
night for evening or early morning fishing. The 
proprietors are energetic * business men, and the 
manager a graduate of an excellent school, the 
Rockwell House, at Glens Falls. Board $2 per 
day. Address Leavens & Cheney, in summer at 
Lake George ; in winter. Glens Falls. 
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HORICON Pavilion, at Black Mountain Point, 
is the most striking and picturesque hotel at Lake 
George, it, with its accessories, is really a work of 
art, in keeping with the grand and beautiful sur- 
roundings and worthy the aesthetic tastes of the 
owner, Cyrus Butler, of New York, and of Searles 
the distinguished architect, who designed and 
ordered the work. The Pavilion has every facility 
for dining a large number of guests, and although 
it contains rooms for only a limited number, the 
object is to eventually surround it with cottages, to 
be occupied by individual families, who will take 
their meals at the central place. 

A very large share of this side of Lake George, 
extending from near Anthony's Nose to Red Rock 
Bay, is owned by the Horicon Iron Company, of 
which Cyrus Butler is president, and under his direc- 
tion this large tract is being developed. An excellent 
road has been built from this point to the top of 
Black Mountain, and saddle horses furnished for 
those who desire to make the ascent at $3 each ; 
those who walk will be charged $1 toll. It is pro- 
posed in time to establish a substantial camp near 
the summit for those who may wish to remain there 
over night. Do not forget to take an extra blanket 
or shawl, and a double luncheon. From the sum- 
mit, 2,661 feet above tide, and 2,315 above Lake 
George, nearly the entire lake may be seen. . To 
the north is Lake Champlain ; at the east lie the 
Green Mountains ; on the west and north the Ad- 
irondacks rise one above another, growing dim with 
distance, while away toward the south, like a thread 
of silver, stretches the mighty Hudson.^oogle 
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Now, for miles along our silvery pathway, we are 
passing through a solitude vast, grand and unbroken, 
save perchance, by the lonesome cry of the loon, the 
ghostly flitting form of the white gull, or the shrill 
scream of the eagle, who from his eyrie among the 
crags of Tongue Mountain, floats in breathless circles 
away out over the lake. Looking away from our- 
selves, we see no sign of human life unless it may be 
the form of a solitary fisherman, the tent of some 
party " roughing it," or the deserted shanty of the 
mountain lumberman.

Black Mountain stands on our right, the mon- 
arch of the lake stretching away to the north, seem- 
ing to recede as we approach, and travel with us, its 
granite crest lifted over two thousand feet above us, 
its rocky sides seamed and scarred and reddened by 
fires that have swept over it in times past. A senti- 
nel, it seems, overlooking the whole lake and moun- 
tains round about; the first to welcome the rising 
sun, and at- evening, glowing in the splendor of the 
dying day, while the valleys below are misty with 
the shadows of coming night 
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Half Way Isle is under the west shore, the 
centre of a circle, of which the circumference is the 
rim of a mountain that rises, amphitheater-like, around 
its western side. As its name indicates, it marks the 
centre of the lake. 

The " Three Sirens," lovely and inviting, but 
surrounded by dangerous shoals and reefs, are out 
in the middle *of the lake nearly opposite Halfway 
Island. 

Hatchet Island is one of the same chain; tht 
derivation of the name is unknown, but tradition 
connects it with a good little boy who couldn't tell ? 
lie. 

One Tree Island it is just outside the channel 
The stump is all that remains of that "one tree." 

Floating Battery is north of One Tree Island, 
the southernmost large island of a group lying along 
the east shore, opposite the highest point of Black 
Mountain. In the little bay on its south margin is the 
remains of what is said to be one of the two 
"castles," floating batteries, or gunboats, built to 
accompany Abercrombie down the lake in his ad- 
vance on Ticonderdga, in 1758. The name is some- 
times applied to the entire group, as it stretches 
along shore. 

Mother Bunch is the name given to the north- 
ernmost member of the group, because, it is said, of 
a fancied resemblance between a portion of the island 
and an old woman; it is a beautiful tribute to the 
memory of the old lady any way, while the classic 
elegance and appropriateness of the name only fell 
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short of absolute inspiration in that it was not 
advanced a step farther to "Grandmother*' Bunch, 
and done with it. 

The Gives Rock is a solid wall, breaking off 
perpendicularly from the mountain slope on the right, 
north of Mother Bunch; water constantiy drips over 
its face, and cives, a species of garlic growing in 
tufts, and liked as a relish by some, spring spontane- 
ously from its fissures ; the largest boat can be laid 
vp along side of this rock in still weather. A venera- 
ble landmark, known to have been there sixty-five 
years, is an old Stub, projecting a little above the sur- 
face, and swaying about just outside the usual course, 
of the steamer; below the portion that has been xvof n 
down by the ice it is four feet in diameter, its point 
downward, and supposed to be anchored in tlie 
bottom of the lake. The water here is seventy feet in 
depth. 

The Harbor Islands are near the center of the 
lake, the west channel passing close by their western 
border ; they are owned by the Paulists, who received 
a title to them from the State, in 1872, and who 
occupy them occasionally as a camping place. The 
group is the first of any considerable size on the 
west side, north of the Narrows, and was once the 
scene of one of the bloodiest cngagenients in the 
history of the lake. On the 2Sthof July, 1757, a pafty 
of between three and four hundred English, command- 
ed by Gol. John Parker, left Fort William Henry, and 
under cover of the darkness proceeded down the 
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lake on a scout When near this place, at dawn of 
the next morning, dark objects shot out from among 
the islands, and the surrounding gloom, to meet 
them, while the horrid war-whoop sounded on all 
sides. As the yelling horde advanced the English 
became panic-stricken, even throwing away their 
arms to lighten their load. They sought safety in 
flight, but their clumsy barges were no match for 
the light canoes of the enemy, who pursued and 
slaughtered them without mercy. Some threw 
themselves into the lake and succeeded in reaching 
tlie shore, there to be pursued and struck down by 
the savages, who were perfectly at home in the 
forests. 

One hundred and thirty-one of the English were 
killed outright ; twelve escaped, and the rest were 
taken prisoners. Of the latter a few were broiled 
and eaten by the gentle savage, the rest rudely 
snatched away by Montcalm and sent to Montreal. 
Concerning the Indians' great love for their fellow- 
men, Father Roubaud writes: "The first object 
which presented itself to my eyes on arriving there 
was a large fire, while the wooden spits fixed in 
the earth gave signs of a feast — indeed, there was 
one taking place. But oh, heaven, what a feast ! 
The remains of the body of an Englishman was 
there, the skin stripped off and more than one-half 
of the flesh gone. A moment after I perceived these 
inhuman beings eat, with famishing avidity, of this 
human flesh ; I saw them taking up this detestable 
broth in large spoons, and, apparently, without being 
able to satisfy themselves with it; they informed 
me that they had prepared themselves for this feast 
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by drinking from 'skulls filled with human blood, 
while their smeared faces and stained lips gave 
evidence of the truth of the story." The good 
father attempted to reason with them, but to no 
avail. One said to him : " You have French taste ; 
I have Indian J this food is good for nUy' offering, at 
the time, a. piece of the broiled Englishman, which 
delicate littie compliment was not received in a 
very grateful spirit by the fastidious Frenchman. 
Six days after, when Montcalm and his army passed 
by, to attack Fort William Henry, they saw the 
boats and mutilated bodies of many of the English 
floating on the water and strewn along the shore. 
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Lak& George. 
"Captain Sam." 

Vicar*s Island is just north of the Harbor Islands. 
Here, on its. northern border, an aflfecting incident 
transpired once, of which Captain Sam Patchen,' 
who lived at Sabbath Day Point at the time, was 
tne hero. One winter^s day he conceived the idea of 
sailing his grist to Bolton mill on the ice. So, 
piling the bags of grain into the old cutter, with a 
pitchfork, held firmly in his hands, for a rudder, ho 
hoisted sail and sped away before a strong north 
wind. 



The ice was **glare/' and the cutter sailed well — 
remarkably well ; but there was not so much cei- 
tainty about the satisfactory behavior of the steer- 
ing apparatus. The old man, it is said, was g^ven 
to spiritual things occasionally, and had, on this 
.occasion, evidently hoisted in rather too much rye 
in the liquid form to conduce to the safe transporta- 
tion of that in the bags. The craft insisted on 
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heading directly for the island, and could not be 
diverted from its course — it was of the kind called 
"jumper" — a mettlesome old jumper at that, and 
the captain had a great deal of confidence in its 
ability to do whatever it undertook. So he decided 
to jump the island — he tried it ; it was not, strictly 
speaking, a success. The cutter reached the shore, 
and hesitated — a part of it. Sam was anxious to 
get along, and continued on ; then he got discour- 
aged, and paused — in a snow-drift. 

Captain Sam was always dignified, and on this 
occasion it is said his manner of resting on that 
snow-drift was remarkably impressive. Even the 
snow felt moved, and the island itself was touched. 
He felt persuaded that he had made a mistake in 
leaving his cutter, and attempting the underground 
route for Bolton, so he came out and set his radi- 
ant face homeward — not a Sam of joy Or a Sam of 
thanksgiving exactly, but a Sam abounding in such 
language as would set a mule driver up in business^ 
or even do credit to the boss canvasman of any 
Tircus traveling. 
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Deer's Leap Mountain is on the west, a little in 
advance ; the top is rounded ; the side facing the 
lake a perpendicular wall of rock, which gives 
back a magnificent echo when called upon so 

fn Ack At ifQ fnnt arp. o-rp^f fraor. 
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Hulett'S Landing, one of the oldest settlements 
on the lake remains one of the wildest and most 
picturesque. It is at the north end of Blaek Moun- 
tain, about 20 miles north of Caldwell and 5 miles 
from Chubb's Dock, on the New York & Canada 
Railroad, to which a stage runs daily during the 
season; fare, $1. 

The hotel accommodations are found in the large 
new building, showing prominently back from the 
landing, and in several smaller buildings near by 
belonging to C. W. Wentz, chief engineer of the 
D. & H. railroads, and all under the management 
of Miss Etta Lansing. Price of board, $10 to $14 
week ; $2 per day, with special rates for the season. 

This portion of the lake is advancing rapidly in 
favor as a summer resort. Many people of means 
own cottages along shore, north and south, and 
find it retired and at the same time comparatively 
easy of access. All steamers land here. Telegraph 
in the main hotel. Name of post-office, Hulett's 
Landing. Camping parties on the adjacent islands 
have reason to appreciate the advantages of near- 
ness to the place, known locally as the bosom, 
for it is their base of supplies and its lovely depths 
have been sought by them from time immemorial, for 
milk and other luxuries not generally found in camp. 

From Hulett's Landing, we run d iagonally across the 
lake to Sabbath Day Point, about two miles distant 

The Elephant stands at the north end, a part 
of Black Mountain, but not its highest part. See 
his well formed bead toward the west ; his eye, and 
the rift in the mountain side that marks the outline 
of his massive jaw. The wrinkled neck and great 
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rounded back are ,there, with scattered bristles of 
dead pines clearly defined against the bright sky 
beyond. You must call on your imagination to 
supply the trunk, for he came before the lake was as 
fashionable a watering place as at present, and not 
feeling the need of a change of raiment, left his trunk 
behind.

SuGAR-LoAF Mountain is over beyond where 
all well-disposed elephants are wont to disport their 
fly frightener; its name describes its shape; the 
summit, from a little distance beyond Sabbath Day 
Point, looks very like a pig lying down, its sharp nose 
toward the east. These animals were, undoubtedly, 
a part of the lot created " in the beginning," and 
overlooked by Noah, but for all that they are toler- 
ably well preserved, and will stand for some time 
yet 
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BLACK MOUNTAIN FROM SABBATH DAY POJNT, 
LAKE GEORGE. 
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from the Narrows, has a north-easterly direction, 
tere turns once more toward the north. The 
point, originally, was toward the south, with quite 
a deep bay on the west side ; but the south winds 
have piled up a sandy barrier across to the west 
shore, and, relieved from the constant surging of 
the water, the imprisoned bay has slowly filled with 
the rank vegetation of the marsh. It commands a 
fine view of the approach by water on either hand, 
and would naturally be selected for a campinjj place 
by parties who had reason to expect an enemy near^ 
Here, in 1756, a body of provincials, under Putnam 
and Rogers, repulsed a superior force of French and 
Indians ; and, on the 5th of July, 1758, Abercrombie, 
with his splendidly equipped army of over fifteen 
thousand men, landed for rest and refreshment, 
remaining until near midnight ; then moved down 
the lake, leaving immense fires burning, to give 
the enemy the impression that they were still there. 

In Septembelr of the following year Gen. Amherst, 
with twelve thousand men, drew up his boats on 
the sandy beach west of the house, tod passed the 
Sabbath with appropriate religious Ceremonies 
To this circumstance is usually ascribed the name* 
which is probably a mistake, for it had been called 
Sabbath Day Point for some years before. The 
origin of the naipae is unknown. 

Authorities differ, but it is generally conceded 
that an engagement did actually occur here in 1776 
between fifty Americans and a force of tories and 
Indians, resulting in the defeat of the latter. 

In 1765, eleven years before the engagement 
spoken of, we find record of a house here, occu- 
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pied by one Samuel Adams. In 1798, Capt Sam 
Patchen (hero of the cutter ride to Vicar's Island) 
built a log-house near the site of the present build- 
ing; since which the Point has never, to any extent, 
been without its resident family. The present owner 
and landlord is also a Sam — Capt. Sam Westurn — 
whose hearty, cheery greeting is' only equalled by 
that of his better half uniting in a welcome to the 
kindly atmosphere of a pleasant home, with the 
sweetest of country fare and an undoubted disposi- 
tion of all concerned to please. About 20 guests 
can be accommodated. Board $7 to $10. Mail 
reaches the house daily. Sabbath Day Point being a 
regular post-office, with the proprietor as pK)stmaster# 
The " Indian Kettles," a few rods north of the 
house, excite considerable wonder and discussion 
Sonie say that the Aborigines made them by build- 
ing fires on the rock, then by the application of cold 
water cracked the surface, which could be easily re 
moved, and this repeated several times, would give 
them the depdi required. In these they pounded 
corn, and also cooked it in water brought to the 
boiling point by stones after being heated in a fire 
near by. They are found, close to the water's edge, 
in the solid rock, varying in size from an ordinary 
pail to twice the size of a barrel. There is also one 
on an island in the Narrows, and several near Rogers" 
Slide. The other theory of their origin is that thej 
were worn out by stones kept turning about by the 
action of the water, long ago, before the clay on the 
shores had hardened into rock. 
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Bloomer Mountain is directly west of the house ; 
the Deers' Leap farther south. 

Twin Mountains are the two taken together, 
their resemblance is indeed remarkable ; they have 
the same general outline, viewed from this point; 
the same abrupt wall of rock, and even the same 
misty little nub coming up behind,- and seemingly 
endf^avoring to peep over into the lake below. Just 
aofHi of Westurn*s, is the pleasant, homelike place 
of J. F. Chamberlain, of New York. 

Hog's Back is across the lake. Near its highest 
point is where Putnam and Rogers came upon an 
Indian encampment once, and a skirmish ensued, re- 
sulting in the total defeat of the savages. The red- 
roofed Swiss-like building, on a point at its base, is 
the summer place of De Lorm Knowlton, of New 
York. 

Spruce Mountain is north of Hog's Back ; it is 
itrikingly bold and precipitous. 

Bluff Head projects from the shore at the base 
of Spruce Mountain. The house at the point is 
owned by Rev. A. D. Gillette, D.D. 

Odel Islands are on the east, north of Bluff Head. 

Scotch Bonnet, four miles north of Sabbath Day 
Point, is a flat rock west of the channel, a little 
above the surface. It received its name from the 
resemblance which a cedar tree, that once grew on 
its sutface, bore to a Scotch cap or " bonnet." The 
Umbrella Tree stands on the point beyond. 

On the west shore is a little steam mill, employed 
in cutting white birch in blocks of proper length, 
for the manufacture of spools for cotton thread, etc. 
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HAGUE. 
.GUE IS situated on a broad, sweeping • 
)ay, at the west side of the lake, 28 
lies from its head. The general char- 
;ter of its scenery is peaceful. Good 
oass grounds are near by, and two fine 
trout streams afford excellent fly fishing. 

The Bay View House may be seen from the 
dock at the highest point in the road as we look 
north. It commands a view of rare beauty and ex- 
tent, is attractive in appearance, has some very de- 
sirable rooms, is withal nicely kept, the proprietor^ 
Mr. L. Bruce, untiring in his efforts to please, while 
Mrs. Bruce is a very superior fish cook, dividing the 
honors only with Mrs. Wheeler, of the Trout House. 
Back of the house a series of steps lead up to a 
plateau on the hillside, shaded with magnificent oaks 
and used as a croquet ground. Above this a breezy 
bluff overlooks all. Fishing tackle can be procured 
if desired, with boats at $2 per week, or 50 cents per 
day; a man with boat for $2 per day. Terms for 
board, $1 per day; $7 to $10 per week. Will ac- 
commodate fifteen. 

The Phcenix Hotel, the white three-story build- 
ing north of the Bay View, has capacity for fifty 
guests. Joel Rising, proprietor. It is quite a large 
house. 

McClanathan's summer boarding house is next, 
nearly hidden among the trees north of the trout 
brook which comes down the valley from the west 
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It has recently been enlarged to a capacity for 40 

guests and is known as the Hillside House. Board, 
$7 to $10 per week; $1,50 per day. John Mc- 
Clanathan, proprietor. 

John Wheeler's Trout House has been re- 
cently enlarged, and various improvements made in 
and about it. Will accommodate twenty-five. Board 
$7 per weki $1 per day. It is a very pleasant, 
homelike place; indeed, it would be hard to con- 
ceive of any thing else where the old folks are, while 
" Charlie " and his wife are as good-natured as the 
day is long. It is quite noted for its trout dinners, 
parties coming even from the head of the lake to in- 
dulge in them at seventy-five cents per head. Boats, 
etc., can be had at all times. It is a favorite stopping 
place among artists, and from the piazza toward the 
south is a view often painted and always admired. 
At the beach, a little way north, lies the charred 
hulk of the steamer John Jay, destroyed by fire in 
1856. 

Waltonian Isle is something over a mile from 

Hague. It was formerly the camping grounds of 

the Glens Falls Waltonians ; a sig^n at its south side 

still bears the name. 
Cook's Islands compose the group along shore, 

of which the above is one. 
Friends' Point is north of Cook's Islands; it is 

a very pleasant camping ground, and the scene of 

several bloody skirmishes during the old French and 

Indian wars. 
Blair's Bay sets well back into the feast shore. 

The cleared land seen at its head is in Putnam. 
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Anthony's Nose extends west along the north 
side of Blair's Bay. It is heavily wooded, except- 
ing in. spots where a cliflT is presented or where 'itsi 
western point rounds over sharply into the lake. 
From a position wellback on the south side of Blair's 
Bay can be seen a perfect face in profile, with smooth 
brow, Roman nose, firm lip and bearded chin, look- 
ing out toward the west from the perpendicular wall 
at the second mountain step. It cannot be seen 
from the passing steamer.

We pass close to the point of the mountain, so 
near that a stone could be easily tossed against its 
iron^stained sides, and we struggle with incipient 
profanity to note where some vandal quack has 
paraded his nostrums before a long suffering publc^ 
desecrating the face of nature, aye, even out- 
raging its very nose with his vinegary compound, 
and, with the wish father to the thought, we look 
down into the depths to see if, perchance, retribution 
did not overtake him in the act and leave some 
record for our gratification. 

This is said to be the deepest portion qf the lake; 
pi|t down as being anywhere from four to five hun- 
dred feet in depth, and a stone loosened from its b^d 
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above, is heard in dull, heavy thuds as it leaps from 
crag to crag down through the water to the unseen 
bottom. 

Rogers' Slide is toward the west, a moun- 
tain nearly a thousand feet high, with smoothly 
rounded top and precipitous sides. It is rich in 
minerab, many beautiful specimens of garnet hav- 
ing been found along its summit, and also graphite 
or black lead, which exists in considerable quan- 
tities. Nearly half of its entire height is a smooth 
wall of rock descending at a sharp angle to the 
water's edge. It is said to have received its name 
from the following circumstance : In the winter of 
1757-8, Robert Refers, with a small party of 
Rangers, was sent to make observations at Ticon- 
deroga and Crown Point, where he fell in with a 
party of the enemy, and the skirmish which ensued 
resulted in the total defeat of the English. Rogers 
escaped, and, pursued by the savages, made for the 
summit of what was then called Bald Mountain, 
probably, with the object of putting in practice the 
ruse which his dare-devil nature had suggested. 
Arrived at the brow of the precipice, he threw his 
"^^g^c" down the steep walls, and, reversing 
himself on his snow-shoes, made his way down 
through a ravine, at the southwest, to the lake; 
thence around to the foot of the slide. The savages, 
following to the edge of the mountain, where the 
track of the snow-shoes seemed lost in the path 
made by a falling body, expecting, of course, that 
whoever had attempted it could not have reached 
the bottom alive, must have been considerably sur- 
prised to see the brave major making off on the ice 
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toward the head of the lake. It is probable that 
they took it for granted that he had actually gone 
down the steep wall; this admitted, signs that at 
another time would have lead to the discovery of 
the ruse at onc^, were overlooked, and they, feeling 
that he must be under the protection of the " Great 
Spirit," with characteristic reverence for their Deity, 
desisted from further pursuit 

The Rogers^ Rock Hotel stands on a bold 
promontory just north of Rogers' Slide, and supplies 
the long fdt need of a first-class h6use at this end 
of the lake. Around it cluster some of the most 
interesting reminiscences of the past ; near by are 
deep waters and running brooks; from its com* 
manding position it looks out over the narrowing 
waters of the outlet and south to where Black Moun- 
tain stands guard over the way ; backward, a road 
winds through the wood and up the mountain side ; 
across the sweeping bay to the north, the steamei 
delivers up its load to the waiting train. A good 
dock fronts the lake, small boats are in attendance, 
and the larger touch as they go each way. The 
house has ample accommodations for one hundred 
guests, and every window affords a fine view of lake 
and mountain. An inexhaustible mountain spring 
of soft water supplies each floor, while hose to reach 
every room is ready for instant use. Bath-rooms on 
second floor. Post-office and telegraph in hotel. 

Rogers' Rock Mountain is ascended by a 
good path to the summit, from which a view of 
surpassing splendor is obtained. Friend's Point 
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Prisoner's Island, Lord Howe's Landing, Echo Bay, 
Anthony's Nose, Black Mt, and the '* Three Broth- 
ers " Mts., with their graphite mines, are within sight. 
Horses, carriages and boats can be secured at the 
office. Coaches connect with Trains on the Central 
Vermont R. R., direct to Boston, White and Green 
Mountains ; also connect with New York and Canada 
R. R., for Saratoga, Troy, Albany, New York City, 
and also meet arriving trains from above points, mak-

ing direct connections with Lake George. Terms, $3 
per day ; $ 1 2. 50 to $ 1 7. 50 per week. A cottage on 
the high ground, nearly 150 feet above the house, 
and another at the lake shore, with rooms en suite, at 
special rates. Post-office address, Rogers' Rock, 
Essex county. T. J. Treadway, manager. 

Baldwin (named in honor to the veteran stage 
man) is thirty-two miles from Caldwell. This is at 
the end of steamboat ride, where cars are taken for 
the Champlain steamers at Ticonderoga. .^ ^^gle

Howe's Landing is the -bit of circling beach 
north of the dock. Here Abercrombie, with his 
army of 15,000 men, and Lord Howe, their life and 
moving spirit, landed on the 6th of July, 1758, and 
advanced toward Ticonderoga. 

The French, who retreated as the English advanced, 
burned their bridges across the outlet, thus compel- 
ling their enemies to follow along the outer circle 
made by the stream as it sweeps around toward the 
east and south where it empties into Lake Cham- 
plain. In the valley, north of where we cross the 
outlet, Howe, at the head of his detachment, fell in 
with a portion of the retreating French, and a skir- 
mish ensued. At the first fire the gallant young leader 
fell, and with him the hopes of the army. Aber- 
crombli sounded the recall and did not advance 
again until the evening of the next day ; this delay 
allowing the French to strengthen their defences at 
the old lines, and is probably the main reason for 
the defeat of the English at that place. 

Prisoner's Isle is out in the lake east of Howe's 
Landing. Tradition says the French used it as a 
prison pen. Another version of the account places 
the English in possession, and a party of French — 
taken by Abercrombie in the earlier stages of his 
advance on Ticonderoga, and who escaped during the 
night by wading ashore — ^their guests, and properly 
enough receives marked attention on account of this 
very interesting story. It seems characteristic, how- 
ever, of the head that controlled the whole move- 
ment, and suggests the thought that, if this eminently 
sagacious and far-seeing warrior, Abercrombie, trust- 
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ed to the depth of the water to keep a drove of 
Frenchmen, like a drove of sheep, he did not im- 
mediately, on discovering that they actually intended 
to fight, surrender himself and army to them ; but, 
no ! by the most profound strategy he succeeded in 
making a brilliant retreat, and escaped with the rem- 
nant of his army — consisting, then, of only about 
thirteen thousand men — from Montcalm's over- 
whelming force of thirty-five hundred! 

Toward the north, the lake rapidly narrows down 
to a mere creek, hastening to its fall, and the crystal 
water is discolored by the clay of the bottom. 
Formerly the boats ran nearly a mile further to the 
old dock. 

Here at the outlet, once when May flowers were 
blooming in the wood, came the martyr prfest who 
gave it the beautiful name of St. Sacrament, and 
was the first white man to gaze upon its beauties. 
A century passed, and, in 1757, another Frenchman 
went southward over its waters ; the first came with 
bible and cross preaching peace ; the second with 
fire and sword and a hord of savage beasts to fated 
Fort William Henry. 

The following year came Abercrombie, to be driven 
back while the flower of the British army lay on the 
bloody field of Ticonderoga, and the next year, slow 
but resistless in its march, came the army of Amherst, 
and before it, the French were swept northward, their 
hold on ** the lake, that is the gate of the C(Juntry," 
gone forever. . 
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TICONDEROGA. 

[N "TICONDEROGA," written in the fall 
of 1872, in which the " great stage man" 
is discussed at some length, his many pleas- 
antries on the way, his trials and tribula- 
^ tions with native clay, and prospects of a 
future railroad to connect the two lakes ; 
his future is foreshadowed in the following 
words : " Soon, very soon, will he be through witli 
his earthly wanderings, and his spirit looks forward 
with a joy that few can know, to the happy moment 
when, bidding adieu to the well-remembered scenes 
of his pilgrimagp here below, he will brush the cla)' 
from off his garments, and, with a new song in hh 
mouth and a punch in his hand, soar away over tho 
Lake George and Ticonderoga Railroad, a blissful! 
free conductor." * 

The prophesy is fulfilled, and to-day, as we leave 
the Lake George boat, the veteran greets us pleas- 
antly as of old, and conducts us — not to the old re< 
stages, but to his elegant excursion coach — ^and id 
Baldwin's summer coach we go out along the beau- 
tiful west mountain, across the outlet, down through 
the wildly picturesque valley of the " Sounding 
Waters," and around the slopes of Mount Defiance 
to tiie lake, three hundred feet below. 

The car we are invited to enter was built under 
the direction of Mr. Baldwin, especially for this 
route; open at the sides and ends, but with bulwarks 
sufficiently high to remove all apprehension of dan- 
ger, and on this we can enjoy the scenery of the 
country through which we pass. 

* Mr. Baldwin is now advanced to transfer agent and general saperintendent o< thia 
branch of the road. 
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Mount Defiance, a little elevation east of the 
outlet, which can hardly be dignified by the name of 
mountain, commands Ticonderoga, lying over on the 
other side, and received its name when Burgoyne, in ' 
1777, from its summit trained guns on the old fort, 
thereby compelling its evacuation by the Americans. 

The Upper Falls of Ticonderoga may be seen 
on the left as we approach to cross the outlet. It is 
one of the best water privileges in the country, sup- 
plied by a reservoir that never floods or fails. A 
cotton factory here gives employment to nearly two 
hundred operatives. 

Ticonderoga (village), three miles from Bald- 
win and two from Lake Champlain, contains about 
1,500 inhabitants. The water-power is almost un- 
limited, and the stream navigable for small steamers 
from the foot of the falls out into Lake Champlain. 

Graphite, or black lead, found in the adjacent 
mountains, is here crushed, separated and prepared 
for market in the works of the American Graphite 
Company, of which Cyrus Butler of New York is 
president. Woolen cloth of a superior quality is 
also manufactured here at the mills of J. Q. A. 
Treadway. 

The Bailey House, on Main street, furnishes ex- 
cellent entertainment at $8 to $10 per week, or $2 
per day. Free carriage for guests runs to village 
Citation. T. E. Bailey, proprietor.

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126 Fort Ticonderoga. 

Fort Ticonderoga (lake station) is at the foot 
of Mount Defiance, five miles from Lake George. 
Here passengers connect with Champlain steamers 
and cars for the north and cars for the south. The 
old fort can be seen at the north, about a mile dis- 
tant from the landing, at the point east of the ruins.. 

Fort Ticonderoga stands on a bold promon- 
tory, surrounded on three sides by water, and possesset 
many natural defences. It was commenced by Dies- 
kau, in 1755, and at first bore the name of Carillon 
It was further strengthened in 1756 and '57, whet 
Montcalm went from it to the capture of fort William 
Henry. In 1758 General Abercrombie made hii 
unsuccessful attack on the old French lines, and the 
following year, on the approach of the English, undei 
Amherst, the French retreated, leaving the Fort in 
flames. Amherst rebuilt the fort, but in the peace 
that followed it was allowed to fall in decay, and wa:5 
captured in the grey of the mqrning of the loth of 
May, -177s, by the Green Mountain Boys, under 
Ethan Allen and Benedict Arnold. 

In 1777 Burgoyne approached from the nortL 
with 7,Spo men, when the Americans, under St Clair, 
retreated. After Burgoyne's misfortune at Saratoga 
the English abandoned the fort, but again occupied 
it in 1780, under Gen. Haldiman; it was, however, 
never again the scene of active fighting until — a hun- 
dred years after the march of Allen through the 
wicket gate — a throng of Americans again mounted^e 
breast- works to the inspiring music of Yankee Doodle, 
and fought over again the battles of a century ago. 
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FORT TICONDEROGA HOTEL. 

f ORT TICONDEROGA HOTEL was 
> built in 1826, by William F. Pell, for a 
^ summer residence, and first occupied as 
at hotel in 1 840, at which time the grounds 
were thrown open to the public. The cen- 
tral portion is two stories high, with a 
double piazza; the front supported by massive 
columns on which vines climb to the roof above ; on 
either side extend long, low wings with glass enclosed 
verandas, . and rooms en suite at the extreme ends. 
The house faces the east, and is fronted by an exten- 
sive lawn covered by locusts and lombardy poplars. 
A road leads north through the field to Addison Junc- 
tion, and a plank walk down through the trees to the 
steamboat landing. Just back of the house are the 
ruins. The accommodations are first-class, but limit- 
ed, the chief business being the dinner provided for 
excursionists, and for which the h6use has become 
celebrated. 

A free carriage runs to and from all trains at 
Addison Junction. Price for board per week $7 to 
$10; per day $2. James McCabe, lessee. 

Distance from Fort Ticonderoga to Montreal 142 
miles, fare $5.70; to Boston 267 miles, fare it 7. 30; 
to Saratoga 61 miles, fate $2.15 ; to New York 241 
miles, fare $6.35.
